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Inflation 
doesn't stop 
park projects 


The Wheeling Park District will be 


able to finance nearly all of the park im- 
provements promised in the $700,000 ref- 
erendum approved in 1972, despite H-i 
years of Inflation. 


A major land acquisition program to- 


talling more than $300,000 has survived 
budget changes Intact and will add1 two 
park sites to the district. Plans for the 
Improvement of Heritage, Husky and 
Chamber of Commerce parks have not 
been cut, and the extensive landscaping 
and installation of tennis courts, basket- 
ball courts and walkways is similar to 
that proposed in the 1972 referendum 
package. 


A few major projects, however, were 


eliminated from the referendum budget 
because of splraling prices. For example 
work on the school-park sites has been 
greatly reduced, with much of the 
grading and all of the drainage work 
eliminated. 


"The park district Improvements come 


first," Supt. David Phillips told the park 
board Thursday during a review of the 
referendum budget. 


AT MOST OP the school-park sites, ths 


district plans to rework the playground 
surfaces and Install new playground 
equipment. 


No village board

"They are getting the recreational 


needs," said Comr. Lorraine 
Lark. 


"They are not getting the trees and 
shrubs and grading and seeding, presum- 
ably because it is school property." 


The park district does plan some grad- 


ing and seeding work at the school-park 
sites, with the district's maintenance 
crew handling the project. This work, 
however, was substantially reduced so 
funds will be available for other par? im- 
provements. 


Only the promised work at Holmes Ju- 


nior High School has been eliminated en- 
tirely. This site was originally scheduled 
for drainage, grading find seeding. 


The park board also has eliminated the 


roofing of the outdoor pool facilities and 
the construction of a shelter at Heritage 
Park. Funds for the remodeling of the 
Heritage Park recreation building have 
also been cut drastically. The district has 
plans for the remodeling work prepared, 
but rejected the project after bids for the 
work showed the project would be more 
expensive than anticipated. 


THE PURCHASE AND development of 


the Childerley Retreat House property, 
508 McHenry Rd., has also been dropped 
from the referendum budget, although 
the district still plans to purchase the 
site. 


Park board members said that the 


Childerley property was not part of the 
original referendum plans, and therefore 
should not be financed with the referen- 
dum funds. Mrs. Lark said the district 
can either borrow money to purchase the 
property or possibly go to referendum if 
necessary. She said, however, 
the 


board's first obligation was to make good 
its promises to the voters in 1972. 


The $100,000 in park funds set aside for 


the Childerley purchase have been dis- 
tributed to other park sites, with increas- 
es in the amount of playground equip- 
ment, grading and seeding work and 
lighting for the new Husky Pork tennis 
courts. 


IN SETTING priorities for the referen- 


dum funds, the park board members said 
the emphasis should be on providing vis- 
ible recreation facilities and improving 
the aesthetic appearance of the park 
eltes. 


Much of the referendum work has al- 


ready been started. Paving contractors 
are currently beginning work on tennis 
courts at Husky and Heritage parks, the 
surfacing of park parking lots and the 
Installation of walkways. A new mainte- 
nance garage Is nearly completed, and 
the Indoor Neptune's Pool has been re- 
tiled. 


The park board now is reviewing light- 


ing specifications, and will shortly begin 
consideration of playground equipment, 
grading and landscaping.

Glenview youth arrested 
after high speed chase here 


An 18-year-old Glenview youth will ap- 


pear Sept. 17 in the Arlington Heights 
branch of Circuit Court on 19 traffic 
charges and four other charges stemm- 
ing from a high-speed automobile chase 
through the Wheeling-Lincolnshire area 
last week. 


The chase, which several times ex- 


ceeded 100 mph, began about 4 a.m. 
Thursday near the intersection of Elm- 
hurst and Dundee roads in Wheeling. 
Wheeling Patrolman Juan Rivera saw a 
southbound vehicle driven by Bruce 
McFarland, 1724 Portage Run, Glenview, 
go through the red light at the inter- 
section, then turn around and go north 
and through the stop sign at McHenry 
and Elmhurst roads, police said Friday. 


From that point the chase was on. Po- 


lice said the pursued car, a 1972 
Plymouth, traveled between 100 and 110 
mph as it went northwest on McHenry- 


111. Rte. 83, turned east onto Ap'akisic 
Road and then south on Milwaukee Ave- 
nue. 


At the intersection of Lake-Cook Road 


and Milwaukee Avenue, a Lincolnshire 
police car unsuccessfully tried to stop the 
fleeing vehicle, police said. Further down 
Milwaukee Avenue, near Mors Avenue in 
Wheeling, a second Lincolnshire police 
car was able to get in front of the 
Plymouth, and Rivera used his car to 
first box in the Plymouth from the rear 
and then to force it off the road.

Lake County 
library vote 


Plans will be made soon for an Oct. 19 


annexation referendum to bring the Lake 
County section of Buffalo Grove into the 
Indian Traits Public Library District. 


The Indian Trails district was formerly 


known as the Wheeling Public Library 
District and already serves the Cook 
County portion of the village. 


Anticipating that the referendum will 


be successful, library officials have ap- 
plied for and received a $19,505 state 
grant to provide service to Lake County 
Buffalo Grove residents immediately fol- 
lowing the vote. If the referendum is ap- 
proved, residents will begin paying li- 
brary taxes in 1976.

librarian, said the state funds will be 
used to operate a small van as a trav- 
eling library that would make frequent 
stops in the area. The van will be bor- 
rowed from the North Suburban Library 
System. 


A PART-TIME LIBRARIAN will be 


hired to drive the van beginning in Octo- 
ber and another full-time librarian will 
be hired to oversee extension services to 
Lake County Buffalo Grove. The exten- 
sion services librarian will be in charge 
of providing help with book requests, in- 
formation and possibly story hours for 
children. 


Library officials have previously dis- 


cussed the idea of setting up a per- 
manent library extension facility in Lake 
County Buffalo Grove, but no definite 
plans have been made. 


The Indian Trails library district has 


been interested in annexing Lake County 
Buffalo Grove for several years. An an- 
nexation referendum conducted three 
years ago was unsuccessful. 


The decision to attempt another refer- 


endum next fall is based on the results of 
a straw poll that was taken earlier this 
year. In that poll, a majority of residents 
in the area indicated they would like to 
become part of the district.

Labor Day relaxin' with the Fords 


CAMP DAVID, Md. (UPI) - Presi- 


dent Ford, in his first official stay at 
Camp David, welcomed a score of re- 
porters and photographers into the nor- 
mal seclusion of this mountain-top re- 
treat Sunday and said he was doing a bit 
of work on several Issues — including 
amnesty — during this Labor Day week- 
end. 


Wearing a blue blazer, light blue sport 


shirt and blue plaid slacks with white 
shoes, the President greeted his visitors 
outside Aspen Lodge and made small 
talk with them as flashbulbs popped and 
cameras filmed the rustic scene. 


Aspen Is a low frame building, painted 


a muted green as are the other buildings 
and guest cottages which surround the 
site. Built on a slight rise, it has a 
shingled roof, lanterns beside the door, 
and is In an area so heavily wooded that 
trees meet overhead to filter the sun. 


THE SWIMMING pool — which Ford 


said he used Saturday night and again 
Sunday morning, is out of sight behind 
the house, but a few yards from the front 
entrance is a goldfish pond surrounded 
by flowers. 


The President was asked how he liked 


Camp David so far, and he replied that it 
Is "a nice place to work." 


His wife, Betty, dressed hi a cream- 


colored two piece suit with dark blue jer- 
sey blouse, interjected to say: "He 
hasn't done much yet." But Ford shot 
back that he had talked to Secretary of 
State Henry A. Kissinger, who is spend- 
ing the long week-end with bis wife at 
Cancel Bay in the Virgin Islands.

planned to spend the weekend, he said he 
would "play some tennis, play some golf, 
do a little work."

I've got 
that among them."

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New York to London: 1 hour, 56 minutes in SR-71

Moving faster than a speeding bullet, a 


U.S. Air Force spy plane, the SR-71, flew 
from New York to London Sunday In one 
hour, 36 minutes to set an unofficial top 
speed record for the 3,490-mile Atlantic 
crossing. 


The night of the SR-71 was so fast It 


cut nearly three hours from the previous 
record set by a British Royal Navy F4 
Phantom fighter which crossed the At- 
lantic In four hours, 46 minutes In 1969. 


Now, the Air Force Is awaiting official 


certification of the flight record by the 
Federation Acronatlquc National, the ra- 
tifying body for all aviation records. 


The sleek SR-71 Is built almost entirely 


of titanium, and Is the successor to the 
U2 spy plane flown by pilot Francis Gory 
Powers when he was shot down over the 
Soviet Union. The SR-71 is not used over 
the Russian mainland but has been used 
to fly unarmed reconnaissance missions 
some 15 miles high over Cuba, North 
Vietnam, China and other countries. 


The SR-71 also flew some IS miles 


above the earth's surface in Its record 
setting run across the north Atlantic. Tho 
airplane cruised at 2,000 m.p.h. or 3,100 
feet per second, faster than a 30.06 rifle 
bullet. 


The plane actually flew non stop from 


Bcale Air Force Base, Calif., but only 
the portion of the flight from over New 
York to London was clocked for the 
record time. 


Ironically, the flight took place in the 


same week the first man to fly the Atlan- 
tic alone, Charles Lindbergh, died at the 
age of 72. The pilots of this new record 
have been identified as Maj. James Sulli- 
van, 37, of Wheeler, Mont., and Maj. 
Noel F. Widdifield, 33, of Anderson, Ind. 


President Gerald Ford talked to the 


two pilots shortly after they landed their 
SR-71 at Fnrnborough, England, site of 
an air show. 


The show Itself and the dramatic arriv- 


al of the SR-71 was marred when a 
Sikorsky Black Hawk helicopter crashed, 
killing one American crewman and se- 
riously injuring another.

Holiday traffic death toll climbs 


The Labor Day weekend traffic death toll climbed yester- 


day while motorists crowded roadways on summer's last 
three-day holiday weekend. Traffic officials mode fresh pleas 
for caution and observance of slower speed limits. A late 
count showed 236 persons had been killed In traffic accidents 
since the holiday period began. 


Carmen to slam Yucatan Peninsula today 
The national Hurricane Center in Miami said yesterday 


hurricane Carmen strengthened to "dangerous" intensity and 
took aim on the coast of the Yucatan Peninsula where it was 
expected to slam ashore early Monday morning. Carmen's 
winds were clocked at 125 miles on hour, with gusts to 160 
mph. In Japan meanwhile, typhoon Polly roared into Tokyo, 
bringing torrential rains and 123 mph wind gusts that forced 
thousands from their homes. 


Separate air crashes in Ohio kill 9 


Nine persons were killed In two separate single-engine air- 


plane crashed in Ohio Sunday. One accident took six lives 
near McConnellsvlllc In east-central Ohio, and the other killed 
three persons In the northeastern part of the state near Al- 
liance.

Ford, Meany at odds over inflation

On Labor Day, the nation's leadership 


focused on the single problem which 
plagues every segment of the society — 
inflation and its cruel demands on gov- 
ernment, industry and labor.

In their messages and in their respec-

Labor leader Meany struck contrasting 
notes — Ford conciliatory, Meany tough. 


While Ford called on the 93 million or- 


ganized labor force to help battle in- 
flation, Meany said his part of the battle 
would not include acceptance of wage 
guidelines which temper union's bargain- 
ing powers. 


Meany's approach was echoed by Al-

standards. 


• Brennan also said he would never 


advocate government dictates to unions 
about their bargaining powers. Instead, 
he suggested that unions voluntarily 
scale down their wage requests 2nd man- 
agement should cut prices and profits 
voluntarily. 


• A fight between Congress and Ford 


may be in the offing over the President's 
intention of cutting federal spending by 
$5.5 billion. Liberals in the Congress feel 
the cut in the federal budget would not 
stop inflation but would hurt those in the 
population who are affected most by it. 


Washington, Havana near agreement 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - Washington 


and Havana are headed toward reconcil- 
iation of their long and bitter estrange- 
ment, a product of Cold War diplomacy 
and the hostility of tropical Communist 
revolutionaries. 


A number of events last week indicated 


the Ford administration, unlike its pre- 
decessor, is sensitive to domestic and 
foreign pressures for a change toward 
Cuba. 


President Ford's own press conference 


re-narks on Cuban policy implied a soft- 
enjig In Washington's attitude and a de- 
sire to explore, in concert with Latin 
American allies, possibilities for change. 


The United States broke diplomatic re- 


lations with Cuba in 1961 and spear- 
headed the economic quarantine estab- 
lished by the Organization of American 
States (OAS) in 1964. 


A growing consensus of diplomatic 


opinion is 'that the decisive step to end 
Cuban-American hostility may come 
sometime before the third "New Dia- 
logue" conference between Secretary of 
State Henry A. Kissinger and Latin 
American foreign ministers. That confer- 
ence will be held in Buenos Aires in mid- 
March of 1975. 


Whether relations will be restored to 


normality by then depends .largely on tho 
mood within the OAS and on the attitude 
of a Secretary of State now preoccupied 
with the Cyprus crisis and an upcoming 
trip to Mainland China. 


But something serious is afoot inside 


that beehive known in inter-American 
politics as the "Cuban Problem." 


The signals are visible in Washington 


and in Latin America. The recent change 
of Presidents, as well as the Washington 
visit of Mexican Foreign Secretary 
Emilio 0. Rabasa, have fueled specula- 
tion that the United States is reviewing 
its Cuban policy. 


Fidel Castro himself expressed the 


hope last week that the Ford adminis- 
tration might foster "some change" in 
U.S.-Cuban relations. 


Ford is already discovering that the 


old policy toward Havana has become 
one of the major irritants in U.S. rela- 
tions with other Latin American nations. 


The 23-nation OAS is setting up a meet- 


ing this fall, probably in Washington, to 
dlscusb the Cuban question. 


The meeting, sponsored by Costa Rica 


with the support of Colombia and Vene- 
zuela, is expected to take the first step 
toward lifting the diplomatic and eco- 
nomic sanctions the OAS imposed on 
Cuba 10 years ago. 


Mideast at threshold 
of 'peace or fighting*

Egypt told the Arab nations yester- 


day the Middle East was at the 
threshold of a new phase where Is- 
rael has to choose between "an hon- 
orable peace" or a "resumption of 
fighting." 


"We do not consider the war has 


ended," Egyptian Foreign Minister 
Ismail Fahmi told a meeting of for- 
eign ministers of 10 Arab League na- 
tions in Cairo. "The battle is contin- 
uing and the preparations for it are 
going on the premise that it is inevi- 
table." 


The foreign ministers, representing 


half of the Arab League's member- 
ship, agreed to hold an Arab summit 


at Rabat, Morocco, Oct. 26 to draw 
up a common strategy for a new 
round of peace talks with Israel in 
Geneva. 


Arab League Secretary General 


Mahmoud Rlad announced agree- 
ment which he said would be preced- 
ed by a conference of Arab foreign 
ministers in Rabat, Oct. 22 to do the 
groundwork. 


Riad said the league's political 


committee was also considering a 
request by the Palestine Liberation 
Organization for Arab nations to seek 
inclusion of the Palestine problem 
on the agenda for the United Nations 
General Assembly to be, held next 
month.

Tight-money market squeezes condo buyers

The tight mortgage market may cheat 


Schaumburs resident Tom Moranz out of 
a place to live when he l.s married later 
this month. Ten other condominium buy- 
ers arc In the same position concerning 
units they've purchased at Dunbar 
Lakes. 


Last February, in anticipation of their 


marriage, Moranz, and his fiancee, 
Kimbcrly Ward, nought a $27,000 Dunbar 
Condominium. Ot, at least they thought 
they were buying the unit. 


A 7.0 per cent mortgage com- 


mitment notice from Union Federal Sav- 
ings and Loan Assn., Chicago, stipulated 
that closing take place on or before Sept. 
15. Moranz said ho has been visiting the 
construction slto regularly to keep tabs 
on his new homo but decided to check 


with Dunbar sales people Thursday to 
confirm a closing date. 


It was not until then Moranz learned 


that In April Union Federal had canceled 
Its mortgage commitments for his and 27 
other Dunbar units. 


"Union Federal returned the mortgage 


application files for 28 buyers advising us 
that they couldn't honor their com- 
mitments because depositors were pull- 
ing large amounts of money out of their 
savings and loan accounts in order to 
reinvest elsewhere at a higher Interest 
rate," said Vince Carsello, Dunbar sales 
manager. 


CARSELLO SAID his company felt it 


unwise to tell the buyers "and run the 
risk of getting them all upset" since they 
were confident other financing could be 


obtained prior to the anticipated closing 
dates. 


He said Dunbar later received a com- 


mitment for a mortgage for Moranz from 
Cragin Savings and Loan Assn., on Chi- 
cago's west side. However, that com- 
mitment for Moranz from Cragin Sav- 
ings and Loan Assn., also fell through 
because of unavailable money. 


At this point, Carsello said, Moranz has 


three options. "He can try to extend his 
present lease another 60 days in order to 
give us more time to try for financing, or 
according to his contract, we will refund 
his $2,000 earnest money and cancel the 
deal," Carsello explained. 


But, Dunbar could also let Moranz take 


occupancy on a contract basis If it ap- 
pears that financing may be arranged 


sometime this month or in early October, 
Carsello added. 


He said Dunbar would have an advan- 


tage in taking back the unit from Moranz 
since it has increased $3,500 in price 
since he purchased it. Carsello added, 
however, that his company is making 
"every attempt" to secure a mortgage 
for Moranz and 10 other purchasers in 
the same position. 


THE CURRENT INTEREST rate is 


about 9.2 per cent, which will make a 
substantial difference in the amount of 
money Moranz is paying for the con- 
dominium, said Carsello. 


Dunbar's recent experiences with Un- 


ity and Cragin savings and loan associ- 
ations are not "unusual" in the present 
mortgage market, he added. 


Since the Illinois legislature changed 
the usury law in July, no bank or savings 
and loan association is bound to earlier 
commitments at a lower rate of interest, 
he added. 


But Carsello emphasized that Dunbar 


contacts mortgage lenders in the Chicago 
area on a daily basis in order to provide 
financing for condominium buyers. 


Presently, he explained, the firm is 


faced with obtaining approximately $3 
million in financing to cover 66 units that 
have been purchased and are due for de- 
livery this year. 


"We are doing everything possible to 


satisfy Tom Moranz and other Dunbar 
homebuyers," Carsello said, adding the 
firm has always been able to arrange 
financing by closing time.

Frank Charlton, village health di- 


rector, said the ordinance is not usu- 
ally enforced unless the number of 
pets constitutes a nuisance. 


"What arc you supposed to do if 


your dog has puppies? Strike all but 
one of them dead?" asked Charlton. 


EASLEY SAID he would stop feed- 


ing the animals and volunteered to 
round up the ones that have eluded 
the law. "I'll take them over to the 
shelter myself," he said. 


He guessed there was something 


deeper in his relation to the cats than 
merely his feeding them.

Plan referendum Oct. 26 
for fire district transfer

A tentative date of Oct. 26 has been set 


for a referendum to transfer the northern 
part of Buffalo Grove to the Wheeling 
Township Rural Fire Protection District. 


If the referendum is approved by the 


voters, the entire village would be served 
by one fire department, instead of three 
as is now the case. 


A special committee, appointed more 


than a year ago by the village board, set 
the tentative date Thursday night. Al- 
though a referendum date has been pro- 
posed, it is subject to approval by a 
court of law. 


Trustee Edward Osmon, chairman of 


the group, said promoters of the refer- 
endum will need signatures of about 400 
residents in the northern part of the vil- 
lage before they can petition the court 
for a hearing. When the signatures are 
obtained, a hearing will be scheduled and 
a judge will set the date for the referen- 
dum. 


OSMON AND Buffalo Grove Fire Chief 


Wayne Winter said they are not antici- 
pating any problems in getting the re- 
quired signatures but said some assis- 
tance from interested individuals or or- 
ganizations In circulating the petitions is 
needed. 


The committee has scheduled a meet- 


ing for Sept. 5, at which time petitions 
will be distributed to interested parties. 


Osmon said if the referendum is to be 


conducted Oct. 26, a court hearing must 
be on or before Sept. 26. By law, the date 
must be set 30 days prior to the referen- 
dum. 


Before the referendum, members of 


the committee plan several "open 
houses" throughout the village In an at- 
tempt "to sell" its proposal to residents, 
support the referendum, saying that put- 
ting the village in a single fire district 
now will make it easier to form a munic- 
ipal department later. Although officials 
would like to form a municipal fire de- 
In order for the referendum to pass, it 


must be approved by a majority of those 
voting in the northern section of the vil- 
lage. 


OFFICIALS SAID they do not think it

democratic Institutions in this country Is 
the television industry, because, unlike 
candidates, who run every year two 
years or four years or six years, our can- 
didates — that is, our programs — are 
being voted upon 365 days and nights, 
every single year, that over a period of 
time you learn very quickly as to what it 
is that the American public is accepting 
in large numbers or rejecting." 


Hogwash! Who voted for reruns or vio-

puter TV, was a vice president of NBC 
for 10 years. He considers viewers a 
mindless mass that turns the dial in a 
frantic search for the "least objection- 
able program." 


And Michael Dann, who for 20 years 


was a top programming executive at 
CBS, Informs us that "there were many 
shows I put on the air or was responsible 
for putting on the air that I never saw in 
the three or four or 10 years that it was 
on the air, ever." 


Dann gave the world the "Beverly Hill- 


billies." He was probably reading Proust 
during prime time. 


THIS ALL-too-brief glimpse, which was 


written, produced and directed by Mar- 
lene Sanders, should make viewers think 
a bit and ask themselves if they are 


being exploited by a medium that 
allegedly entertains. 


Already, many viewers are banning to- 


gether to form watchdog groups. "Action 
for Children's Television" has made 
progress in getting better programs for 
children. And many TV executives admit 
they changed only because of the pres- 
sure. 


Congress also is probing the medium: 
"Now 
the big question that arises 


here," says Sen. John Pastore, D-R.L, 
"is violence being instituted in order to 
promote better rating? Is it being done 
for profit?" 


"Prime Time" might make viewers re- 


alize that television is in the entertain- 
ment business, not In the business of en- 
tertainment. It would be interesting to 
see what Close Up would do with a look 
at network news.

Adequate bulk in diet helps improve bowel function 


I would appreciate your comments 


about elimination. The problem affects 


• the majority of humans and becomes 
'more of a problem as age creeps upon 
us. It IK Inadvisable to become used to 
cathartics, yet it is difficult to establish a 
natural elimination pattern. Our daily 
lives are so hectic we cannot heed "na- 
ture's call" as we rush to the office, or 
are busy on the phone or with customers. 


I read recently that if one takes a ta- 


blespoom of pure apple elder vinegar in 
a glass of cold water upon arising it will 
start elimination 20 minutes after. Does 
this tend to thin our blood, and will this 
be harmful to us older retired folks? I 
drink eight glasses of water a day yet 
elimination doesn't seem easier. 


No, the gloss of water and cider will 


not harm you. However, it will not be 
any better than a glass of fruit Juice or 
other liquids for breakfast. I favor a 
good breakfast containing whole cereal 
and at least two glasses of fluid.

The urge that occurs naturally then In 


15 to 30 minutes Is a natural reflex, stim- 
ulated by the stomach being filled. It Is 
called the gastrocollc reflex. When 
trained and used it is a good way to de- 
velop good bowel habits. 


While I think it is a good idea to drink 


a reasonable amount of water, it is of 
limited value In improving bowel habits. 
The reason is that the water you drink 
will be absorbed through the small in- 
testine into the bloodstream. Any excess 
water you have is filtered out through 
the kidneys. So, drinking lots of water 
causes you to pass lots of urine but has 
little effect on the bowel functions. Its 
main benefits are in distending the stom- 


ach and Initiating the gasttocollc reflex. 
This is a temporary reaction. In- 
cidentally, since the kidneys flush out 
extra water, the water and cider will not 
thin your blood. 


To improve bowel function you need a 


training program and a diet that includes 
adequate amounts of bulk. The bulk in 
the solid foods you eat, not water, is es- 
sential to normal bowel function.

What causes swelling of the stomach? 
A common cause is having missed 


your period for nine months. Seriously, 
the common causes other than preg- 
nancy are food, flatulence (gas), fluid 
and tumor. 


Gas is probably one of the main 


causes. But that is usually temporary. 
Fat is probably the leading cause. There 
Is fat inside the abdominal cavity as well 
as outside. This usually goes "along with 
a lack of muscle tone that leads to the 
big middle. 


Fluid accumulates in many women be- 


fore their menses and they will notice 
the increase in girth. It also accumulates 
in some illnesses, such as liver disease 
or in some forms of heart disease. 


Tumor can cause enlargement of the 


abdomen. The spleen, for example, in 
some illnesses can become enormous.

Overpopulation: we 'II feel effects in coming years

Overpopulation? Why should that both- 


er us? Wo aren't too crowded in the sub- 
urbi. arc we? After all. the United States 
trimmed Us growth rate a couple years 
back, didn't it? 


Yes. overpopulation isn't an oppressive 


problem to Northwest suburban residents 
— but we're naive If we believe that pop- 
ulation Isn't going to be an American, as 
well n» u world, problem in the next few 
decades. 


We live In the middle of one of the 


fastest growing suburban sprawls in 
America. We're awaro of the population 
increases that have gradually made our 
lives more difficult. We're aware of lines 
and traffic jams — but wo also know that 
somewhere out beyond Elgin or Libcr- 
tyvillc there ore acres and acres of open 
space for future growth. 


But some of the problems we face hero 


bear an uncanny resemblance to the 
problems suffered in other nations. They 
may bo Iho grim forcwamlngs of popu- 
lation problems for us In future decades. 


In our area, for example, a persistent 


and nagging problem is flooding. Every 
time a cloudburst hits, basements are 
flooded. If the cloudburst continues, then 
Salt Creek goes over Its banks, blocking 
roads and creating water nightmares. 


The floods occur in part because we've 


paved over much of suburbia, and the 
rain can no longer sink into the earth. 


In India, there Is no suburbanization, as 


wo know It, but there Is a large, ex- 
panding population. That population isn't 
paving over the land, but it Is cutting 
down too many trees In the foothills of 


tho Himalayas. As a result, the Indian 
river system has flooded more land (just 
as Salt Creek), thus damaging farm 
lands that must feed 750 million people. 


Both in the Northwest suburbs and In 


northern India, urban growth Is creating 
problems. Ours is less severe — but It is 
all too similar to India's population woes. 


Our suburban world contains a micro- 


cosm of the more deadly problems that 
overpopjatlon has produced around the 
world. The Northwest Tollway at 7:30 
a.m. Is not lined with pathetic beggars 
with distended stomachs, but with well- 
fed and decently clothed suburbanites. 
But the crowding situation Is the same 
that could be found on any street in 
Bombay, India. 


We compound our own version of the 


overpopulation problem by building too 
much housing without any serious con- 
sideration to what It does to our 
neighborhoods. Granted, there's more< 
land out here, but we depend so much on 
Chicago that we must look inward to this 
overcrowded metropolitan center. 


We won't move to change drastically 


our suburban way of living, but in com- 
ing months and years, we are going to 
feel tho effects of too many people 
around the world: 


• Travel will be restricted to foreign 


countries. Small nations are discovering 
that they are contributing too much of 
their restricted natural resources to tour- 
ists. Such nations as Greece, Spain and 
Jamaica simply cannot afford, in a few 
years, to serve as tourist meccas for for- 
eigners. 


• Our vanishing natural resources will 


be restricted, too. Our national parks are 
already overcrowded, and we'll face sev- 
ere travel restrictions In coming years. 


• Overpopulation In 
foreign 
lands 


creates complex economic problems. If 
overpopulation affects 
inflation, then 


we'll feel it in this country. 


• Our agricultural industry may be 


asked in the future to feed the world's 
population. It may someday become eco- 
nomically feasible for farmers to expand 


Three of a kind 


production to feed starving children in 
Africa and Asia. 


In short, we'll be affected in coming 


years by the way other countries deal 
with growth rates that are now leaping 
out of control. If the present tendency 
towards dry weather increasingly be- 
comes a world-wide dilemma, we'll feel 
the effects of this growth much more 
quickly than we'd expected. 


Beyond the immediate future, unless 


an act of God stabilizes the world popu- 
lation, we'll probably see other changes 
across the world. Indeed, some of these 
measures are already in use; they will 
become more popular as the number of 
people in the nation goes out of control: 


• A wider, world-wide acceptance of 


birth control as a necessary means of 
controlling population. 


• Wider acceptance of abortions as an 


inexpensive and speedy method of limit- 
ing births. Religious objections will be 
overruled, especially in underdeveloped 
countries, as abortions will become a 
method of survival for the adult popu- 
lation. 


• Reverse taxation, which will dis- 


courage births by the excessive taxation 
of people with large families. Again, 
there will be religious objections, but 
taxation can serve as a powerful in- 
centive to discourage family growth. 


• Laws which make it.more difficult to 


marry at an early age. For example, the 
law could be changed to require a min- 
imum age of 25 for marriage. This would 
be highly unpopular, but a diminishing 
world food supply may dictate it. 


• Changes which encourage women to 


find alternatives to having children. This 
will mean sweeping changes in the life- 


styles of women in many nations, but 
overpopulation 
may 
dictate 
those 


changes. 


None of these steps will occur over- 


night, and they will all be considered in 
future years with controversy and dls- 
scntion. Today .they might be considered 
as wild-eyed ideas, but the population 
statistics dictate the future need to con- 
sider such steps. 


This is World Population Year, and 


these are the Kinds of ideas that popu- 
lation experts are considering at an in- 
ternational 
conference in 
Bucharest. 


Romania. Later this year a conference on 
feeding the world's population will be 
held, and although the topics may be dif- 
ferent, population will be a topic of ob- 
vious concern. 


We in the Northwest suburbs will hear 


about these conferences, and they will all 
seem so distant from our day-to-day 
problems. Overpopulation, we declare, 
concerns us, but it is nothing which 
threatens our immediate security or 
sense of well-being. 


But in the next hundred years our 


sense of well-being is going to be shat- 
tered or at least seriously challenged. 
How we can work with our world neigh- 
bors to find solutions will determine the 
quality of life for our children.

Now, the bad news: one of the 


labor unions which are honored 
today has managed to louse up the 
day for a group of high school kids. • 


Until late last week, it appeared 


that the Hersey High School band, 
which has been invited to march in 
the Tournament of Roses Parade 
in Pasadena, Calif., on New Year's 
Day, would entertain today be- 
tween races at Arlington Park. 
The track, in turn, would contrib- 
ute 52,000 to help the band mem- 
bers go to California. 


That was before the musicians' 


union intervened and said that the 
track could jolly well afford to help 
them out if it could help out a 
bunch of local high school kids. 


Band, union and track officials 


tried to work out an agreement but 


in the end the band's concert can- 
in the end the band's concert was 
cancelled because, apparently, track 
officials decided not to hire a union 
band in order to get union permis- 
sion for the high school students to 
perform. In making that decision, 
track officials refused to give in to 
a practice that, in the railroad in- 
dustry is called "featherbedding." 


The band and band boosters will 


be able to solicit for funds at the 
track today, so hopefully they will 
not sustain a financial loss because 
of this dispute. However, there is a 
contradiction of a union attempting 
featherbedding—non-work for pay 
—on Labor Day, which is estab- 
lished to honor working men. 


Above all, for the members of 


the Hersey band, it's a lesson in 
one aspect of contemporary labor 
relations. We hope their view of 
most working men is not distorted 
by this lesson.

We are a non-sectarian, non-profit or-

The man looked skeptically at the com- 


puter-printout card he held In his hand, 
which represented his daughter's first 
year in high school. 


"This looks pretty easy to me," he 


said. "They say it's harder in school to- 
day, but this looks pretty soft." 


As he said that, other mothers and fa- 


thers looked at their cards. The questions 
came slowly at first, and then in'a rush. 
"What's 'girls chor'?" asked one, while 
another asked what the letter "F" after 
algebra meant. 


The group of parents, about evenly di- 


vided between mothers and fathers, were 
getting ready for their children to start 
high school. Like many parents in the 
Northwest suburbs, they had questions, 
and since their children will start Pros- 
pect High School this fall, they were 
gathered in a small group with a school 
counselor and an experienced parent to 
talk about them. 


THE PRACTICE OF inviting parents 


with children just starting high school to 
small group meelngs has been going on 
for several years, according to Clarence 
Felerelsel, Prospect's director of coun- 
seling. This year about 150 parents, rep- 
resenting 100 families, have participated 
in the program. 


"One of the big benefits of this is that 


the parents who come hi are much more 
likely to call the school and ask a ques- 
tion later," Felerelsel said. "A lot of par- 
ents feel that if they call the school with 
a question, they'll be labeled a meddling 
parent and we're trying to break that 
feeling down." 


And the parents in one of Feiereisel's 


groups last week showed that, after a 
slow start, they weren't afraid to ask 
questions about subjects ranging from 
homework to drug use. 


While the group talked, Felerelsel and 


Prospect Principal Edward Spacapan 
got some Information about the children. 
One boy was described by his father as 
"6 foot 3 and 240 pounds." In junior high, 
he said, the boy was unable to go out for 
sports "because he was so much bigger 
than everybody else." 


"That won't be a problem here," 


Felerelsel assured 
him, looking as 


though he knew how the athletic depart- 
ment would react to a freshman that 
size. 


FEIEREISEL AND Spacapan had 


some hard comfort for the parents when 
they asked about drug use in the school. 
"We've had drug use and we've had to 
take action," Spacapan said, "but the 
problem that's getting bigger is the alco- 
hol and beer drinking." 


And Fclereisel said, "Last year we 


didn't have to send one kid to the emer- 
gency room from school with a drug 
overdose. That may not sound like much, 
but It was very nice for us." 


Felerelsel also had Home other serious 


or half joking Information and advice for 
the parents: 


• "About the middle of every grading 


period the teachers will send out failure 
notices. They're actually called progress 
reports, but the kids call them failure 
notices. They go out in the mail and 
sometimes they get lost in the mail — 
but that doesn't happen too much with 
freshmen." 


• "One problem we have here Is petty 


thievery. They should always lock their 
lockers.

College goes to students

If the adult can't get to the Institution, 


bring the Institution to the adult. 


That U the reasoning of colleges and 


universities who are branching out Into 
the suburbs, offering courses for credit 
at the local community colleges, In the 
adult education division of local high 
schools, or In newly opened branch learn- 
ing centers in convenient suburban loca- 
tions. 


DcPaul University, which launched its 


School for New Learning In downtown 
Chicago lost September, followed It with 
a Northwest Suburban Center In Park 
Ridge last October. The School for New 
Learning Is an Innovative, non-traditional 
college program offering adults 24 years 
of age or older the opportunity to design 
their own educations and to gain credits 
for life experience. 


HOOSEVELT UNIVERSITY, also In 


downtown Chicago, marks the first birth- 
day of Its extension division at Glcnvicw 
Naval Air Station this fall. Programs In 
business and the arts and sciences, and 
graduate courses In education and busi- 
ness administration arc offered. 


Mrs. Bill Bricklcy, a Mount Prospect 


housewife, made some startling dis- 
coveries In Discovery Workshop, a 
course which DcPaul terms the "en- 
trance experience." Highly goal-oriented, 
each workshop student decides where he 
wants to go and what he must do to get 
there. Jcanncttc Bricklcy discovered that 
her experiences as a homcmakcr, wife, 
and mother of four children, now 19, 18, 
16 and 13, would really count — not just 
In acknowledgement and respect, but in 
actual college credit. 


She further discovered, to her own sur- 


prise, that she could go back to school as 
an adult, feeling comfortable and In- 
telligent. 


"THE SCENE HAS changed," said 


Jcanettc, who hod no previous college 
credits. "Adults of all ages arc going to 
school and they are accepted into any 
ago group or level. At night, there are 
more adults In college than kids."

Janet 
was one of these.

Several times I have reported my ex- 


periences doing things the old-fashioned 
way. I've had adventures making Jellies 
and jams, baking bread, sewing, garden- 
ing, making wine and canning — gener- 
ally doing things from scratch. 


I examined this do-it-yourself phe- 


nomenon and concluded most of us who 
get Into these things do so just to prove 
wo can conquer nature and our neighbor. 


But now more people than ever are 


doing It themselves — Including those 
who have no need to prove to themselves 
that they are just 05 ingenious as their 
grandparents. And It's all for a reason: 
money. 


Inflation has suddenly made many a 


husband handy and more housewives 
kltchcn-bcund. To maintain our standard 
of living, lots of us are finding out that 
the greatest savings con be mode by cut- 
ting out .icrvlces that we can learn to 
perform ourselves. 


IT IS TOO EARLY to see any results,

The basic fallacy with the concept of a 


consumer protection agency Is the as- 
sumption that there is a single mono- 
lithic "consumer interest." 


Consider that while low-income groups 


may desire the lowest possible prices 
and ample quantities, wealthy families 
may wish the highest quality and not 
give a hang about cost. The great major- 
ity of middle-income families may usual- 
ly desire low prices and on other occa- 
sions desire higher quality at higher 
prices. 


The argument in favor of a consumer 


protection agency bolls down to this: that 
a federal bureaucrat in Washington can 
decide what Is best for every American 
consumer In every purchasing situation. 
This idea is basically wrong, socialistic, 
and fundamentally evil. 


If the consumer needs protection from 


any group in our society, it is protection 
from the government. The Tax Founda- 
tion, analyzing the current $304 billion 
federal budget, finds that it adds up to 
"an average grab of $4,013 from each of 
the nation's households." This federal 
tax burden does not include state and lo- 
cal taxes to support an ever larger num- 
ber of federal and state bureaucracies. 


I also feel the cartoon which accom- 


panied the editorial was a gratuitous In- 
sult to the business community, and I 
wonder if your business advertisers were 
similarly offended.

Dear senior citizens,

ish, apologize for any inconvenience 
caused by the last minute change in loca- 
tion for the senior citizens picnic. You 
deserve an explanation and I will try to 
give you one as well as I can. 


As you know, each year we have spon- 


sored this event and it has become for 
us, and we hope for you, too, the high- 
light of our summer. Many citizens and 
merchants must be thanked for their lov- 
ing generosity and their donations of food 
and gifts. 


Arrangements for this event, which at- 


tracts well over 150 of you, must be 
made far in advance. This year Dorothy 
Zierke made all of the necessary ar- 
rangements. As in the past, she con- 
tacted the Izaak Walton League regard- 
ing use of their building and grounds on 
July 20. Dorothy was told that this event 


had to be presented to a board meeting 
for their approval. Later Dorothy called 
again and a woman told her that the 
date was approved by the board. 


On the Thursday before the event Mrs. 


Zierke called the League and spoke with 
Mr. Chris Zelre, president, to make final 
arrangements to get someone to open the 
building on Saturday and so on. Mr. 
Zeire claimed that no one on the board 
was told about the event previously. He 
stated if he makes it available to one 
group then he would have to make it 
available to all groups in Des Flames.

He charged that a bill for $65 was 
sent to St. Stephens in 1973 and it was 
never paid and as far as he was concern-

Many times, but not always, union pol- 


icies forced on business are the direct 
cause of product and service flaws. 
While advocates of the law, such as our 
Illinois political twins, Percy and Steven- 
son, purport to want to protect the con- 
sumer from such flaws, both have voted 
to exempt labor unions from the author- 
ity of such law. Anyone, of course, with 
the slightest political acumen will under- 
stand the "why" of their vote. But to me, 
this is like promoting a tennis match in 
which faults will be permitted to be 
called against only one side, and not the 
side they're on. 


While it is my hope that the law, In 


any form, never sees the light of day, I 
submit that it would be patently unfair If 
the law is enacted without subjecting la- 
bor unions to the same costly bureau- 
cratic harassment that business will 
surely suffer if this agency is ever 
created. 


I believe that anyone really concerned 


about protecting us consumers, will also 
be concerned with the role labor ploys in 
bringing the products we buy to market. 
Because labor is the largest single cost 
factor in everything any of us buys, it's 
hard for me to understand why labor 
should not be subject to the same bu- 
reaucratic authority the proposed Con- 
sumer Protection Agency, or Agency for 
Consumer Advocacy, will have over busi- 
ness.

Ever since Mary Outcrbridge 


hit her first backhand In 1874, tho 
"tennis bum" has been a per- 
sistent feature on tho game's 
landscape. 


A tennis bum is not someone to 


scoff at. Tho term Is not dero- 
gatory — even If It once was in 
certain circles. 


Miss Outcrbrldgo, lovingly re- 


fcrrrcd to as (ho Mother of Ten- 
nis, would surely approve of tho 
"bums" who have taken her gar- 
den game and turned It Into tho 
sport It is today. 


And If she were still alive. Mis* 


Outerhrlilgc would be In Arling- 
ton Height* to witness the largest 
collection of tennis bums ever as- 
sembled. She would have loved 
the Paddock Publications Tennis 
Tournament. 


Tho tennis people have come 


from alt over — Chicago and 
various suburbs — to play In tho 
14th annual Paddock meeting. 
They arc from 
tho game's 


strongholds — Hlnsdalo, Barring- 
ton, and, not surprisingly, Arling- 
ton Heights.

Tho good ones bring at least 


two rackets and sometimes as 
many as six. The idea of course, 
is that if you break a string — or 
worse, a throat — you have a 
spare handy. 


But there is a definite psy- 


chological advantage In having 
five rackets — two steel, one 
aluminum, ono wood, and one 
combination — as compared to 
just one for your opponent. Espe- 
cially when your opponent' wcap- 
on Is a S12 bargain from K-Mnrt. 


The psychological aspect of the 


game is often discounted, but 
thcro is no denying that many 
players — pros and hackers alike 
— rely on psyching the opposi- 


tion to a large extent. The busi- 
ness of the rackets is only one 
example. Some good players nev- 
er make a move unless it is cal- 
culated to have some kind of psy- 
chological effect on the guy 
across the net. 


An "I'm sorry" or "just wide" 


remark at (he right time in the 
correct tone of voice can have an 
untold impact on the opponent if 
it starts him thinking. Mental ru- 
minations on the court can be 
disastrous. 


In one nlp-and-tuck affair Sat- 


urday, a player called his oppo- 
nent's shot in when it was ob- 
viously out — obvious even to the 
man who made the shot. 


Whether or not the player 


planned it that way, the point — 
which went against him — was 
the crucial moment In the match. 
The other guy had to be think- 
ing: Why did he give me that 
point? Should I call one for him 
to make up for It? Are my eyes 
going bad? 
' 


While he was thinking, he lost 


game, set, and match. 


While they are on the court, 


most of the players are honest. 
At least'ho one willfully steals 
from the other player. The rule 
is — and always has been — call 
it the way you see it. 


But that is not to say there 


were no Nastnses on the court at 
Arlington. One player talked to 
hi. shots — rather loudly — guid- 


ing them over the net with a 
little "English." "Down — get 
down, you 
!" he would com- 


mand. The ball rarely obeyed. 


But most of the players were 


more like Rod Laver than Ifle 
Nastase — at least in tempera- 
ment. There was Bobby Weiss of 
the Chicago Bulls and Arlington 
Heights who won his first-round 
match 6-3, 6-3, over Lowell Stone 
of Mount Prospect. 


"He didn't say much," said 


Stone after losing to Weiss. "He 
was rather taciturn. I was saying 
things like 'I don't know whether 
to serve or ask for your auto- 
graph.' But he didn't think my 
gems were too funny." 


Weiss won handily, even 


though he didn't play his best 
game, according to Stone. 


"You know, he's lefthanded," 


said Stone. "I told him I'd been 
watching him play basketball on 
TV for six years and I never re- 
alized he was a lefty. I realized 
later that was a pretty stupid 
•thing to say." 


As the afternoon progressed, 


with the sun shining and a both- 
ersome wind swirling across the 
courts, the tennis bums kept ar- 
riving for more singles and 
doubles. They came In an endless 
flow while other "bums" filed off 
the courts — either winners or 
losers. 


It was no bummer for them.

Now we find out If the Chicago Fire 


has a bona fide World Bowl contender or 
just 37 football players who are pretty 
good, but not good enough. 


The task at hand tonight is Southern 


California's Sun. Tom Fears' club has 
won three straight, over Houston, Phila- 
delphia and Portland, leads the Western 
Divlson (5-3 mark) and was picked to 
win everything in this Wfl inaugural sea- 
son. 


Chicago game time is 10 p.m. with 


television broadcast on WGN-TV, chan- 
nel 9, and radio coveage on WJJD-FM, 
104.3. 


Only Florida (46-21) and Birmingham 


(22-8) have clubbed coach Jim Spavltal's 
Fire through eight games. And they are 
respective leaders of tho Eastern and 
Central divisions. Or to put it another 
way, clubs like the Blaxcrs and Ameri- 
cans must lose to Chicago or the Fire is 
no World Bowl contender. 


The Fire will have a watchful eye on 


Birmingham tonight where the Ameri- 
cans (8-0) host the Blazers (6-2). A Chi- 
cago win and Birmingham loss could put 
the Fire just one game out of a tie for 
Central division leadership. 


But a Fire defeat tonight, coupled with 


a potential Birmingham victory, would 
leave the Americans three games ahead 
of Spavital's crew with a chance to make 
it four when the teams play their 
rematch Saturday night in Birmingham. 


Sweeping changes have overcome the 


Fire training camp at Maryville Acade- 
my since last Thursdy's nationally tele- 
vised loss to the Americans before 44,732 
Soldier Field fans, the largest group to 
watch a Fire gome anywhere this year. 


On Friday, personnel director BUI 


Byrne dealt tight end Luther Palmer to 
Florida for split receiver Lonnle Critten- 
dcn, a speed burner who'll Join Jack Dol- 
bin and WFL leading pass catcher James 
Scott (35 receptions) on the outside. 


Crittenden started against Chicago and 


caught one pass for six yards when the 
Blazers won in Soldier Field on Wednes- 
day, Aug. 7. You might remember Palm- 
er caught two passes for 35 yards on a 
game ending drive when Chicago came 
from seven points down to beat Jackson- 
ville, 25-22, on Wednesday, July 17. 


Playing behind Don Burchfield, Palm- 


er had four catches for 48 yards as a 
Fire guy. His long catch was a 23-yarder 


from Vlrg Carter who's got 1,554 yards 
passing in just eight games. 


Byrne said be sought Crittenden on the

a little more," said a happy Seymour. 
"Of course, you're giving up something, 
too. I'm not near the blocker that a nor- 
mal tlghtendls." 


Spavital said Seymour's tight end 


duties will resemble a semi-wide receiv- 
er.

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Village sets 
tentative date 
for fire vote 


by JOE FRANZ 


A tentative date of Oct. 26 has been set 


for a referendum to transfer the northern 
part of Buffalo Grovo to the Whooling 
Township Rural Fire Protection District. 


If the referendum is approved by the 


voters, the entire village would be served 
by one fire department, instead of three 
as is now the case. 


A special committee, appointed more 


than a year ago by the village board, set 
the tentative date Thursday night. Al- 
though a referendum dote has been pro- 
posed, it is subject to approval by a 
court of law. 


Trustee Edward Osmon, chairman of 


the group, said promoters of the refer- 
endum will need signatures of about 400 
residents In the northern part of the vil- 
lage before they can petition the court 
for a hearing. When the signatures arc 
obtained, a hearing will be scheduled and 
a judge will set the date for the referen- 
dum. 


OSMON AND Buffalo Grove Fire Chief 


Wayne Winter sold they are not antici- 
pating any problems in getting the re- 
quired signatures but sold some assis- 
tance from Interested Individuals or or- 
ganizations in circulating the petitions is 
needed. 


The committee has scheduled a meet- 


ing for Sept. 5, at which time petitions 
will be distributed to Interested parties. 


Osmon said If the referendum is to be 


conducted Oct. 26, a court hearing must 
be on or before Sept. 26. By law, the date 
must be set 30 days prior to the referen- 
dum. 


Before the referendum, members of 


the committee plan several "open 
houses" throughout the village In an at- 
tempt "to sell" Its proposal to residents, 
support the referendum, saying that put- 
ting the village In a single fire district 


now will make it easier to form a munic- 
ipal department later. Although officials 
would like to form a municipal fire de- 
In order for the referendum to pass, it 
must bo approved by a majority of those 
voting hi the northern section of the vil- 
lage. 


OFFICIALS SAID they do not think It 


will be difficult "to sell people" on the 
proposal because 
they feel consoli- 


dation of fire services will improve fire 
protection throughout the village. 


At present, the portion of the village 


north of Old Checker Road is served by 
the Vernon and Long Grove fire districts. 


The village board recently voted to 


partment now, they say the village's tax 
revenue will not permit it for at least 
another two years. 


Long Grove district officials said they 


are not opposed to formation of a Buffalo 
Grove municipal department, but do not 
want to lose their area to another rural 
fire district. The transfer at this time, 
they said, Is unnecessary since the Long 
Grovo district can provide adequate fire 
protection to the northern part of Buffalo 
Grove. 


ALTHOUGH LONG GROVE officials 


do not favor the referendum, they have 
said they will not actively work to defeat 
it. 


Winter said his department will have 


no problem providing fire protection to 
the new area if Its transfer is approved 
hi the referendum. After the new fire 
station on Dundee Road is completed, he 
said, a pumper and ambulance will re- 
main hi the village hall to respond to 
calls in the northern section of the vil- 
lage. 


If the referendum is approved, the 


transfer of the northern section of the 
village would take place almost imme- 
diately, officials said.

expenses may also be eligible for free or 
reduced-price meals. 


The unusual expenses that may be con- 


sidered include exceptionally high medi- 
cal expenses, shelter costs hi excess of 30 
per cent of income, special education 
costs due to the mental or physical con- 
dition of a child and disaster or casualty 
losses. 


Applications forms detailing guidelines 


will be available to parents in the princi- 
pal's office at each school. The Informa- 
tion on the application will be con- 
fidential and used only for the purpose of 
determining eligibility. Applications may 
be submitted any time during the school 
year. 


In certain cases, foster children are 


also eligible for free or reduced-price 
meals. A family with such children 
should contact the school they attend.

Dome indoor swimming pool at Buffalo 
Grove High School will be closed for re- 
pairs Tuesday and Wednesday.

Lake County 
library vote 


Plans will be made soon for an Oct. 19 


annexation referendum to bring the Lake 
County section of Buffalo Grove into the 
Indian Trails Public Library District. 


The Indian Trails district was formerly 


known as the Wheeling Public Library 
District and already serves the Cook 
County portion of the village. 


Anticipating that the referendum will 


be successful, library officials have ap- 
plied for and received a $19,505 state 
grant to provide service to Lake County 
Buffalo Grove residents immediately fol- 
lowing the vote. If the referendum is ap- 
proved, residents will begin paying li- 
brary taxes in 1976. 


Kenneth Swanson, Indian Trails head 


librarian, said the state funds will be 
used to operate a small van as a trav- 
eling library that would make frequent 
stops in the area. The van will be bor- 
rowed from the North Suburban Library 
System. 


A PART-TIME LIBRARIAN will be 


hired to drive the van beginning in Octo- 
ber and another full-time librarian will 
be hired to oversee extension services to 
Lake County Buffalo Grove. The exten- 
sion services librarian will be in charge 
of providing help with book requests, in- 
formation and possibly story hours for 
children. 


Library officials have previously dis- 


cussed the idea of setting up a per- 
manent library extension facility in Lake 
County Buffalo Grove, but no definite 
plans have been made. 


The Indian Trails library district has 


been interested In annexing Lake County 
Buffalo Grove for several years. An an- 
nexation referendum conducted three 
years ago was unsuccessful. 


The decision to attempt another refer- 


endum next fall is based on the results of 
a straw poll that was taken earlier this 
year. In that poll, a majority of residents 
hi the area indicated they would like to 
become part of the district.

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Tight-money market squeezes condo buyers

The tight mortgage market may cheat 


Schaumburg resident Tom Moranz out of 
a place to live when he Is married later 
this month. Ten other condominium buy- 
ers are in the same position concerning 
units they've purchased at Dunbar 
Lakes. 


Last February, In anticipation of their 


marriage, Moranz, and his fiancee, 
Klmbcrly Ward, bought a $27,000 Dunbar 
Condominium. Or, at least they thought 
they were buying the unit. 


A 7.9 per cent mortgage com- 


mitment notice from Union Federal Sav- 
ings and Loan Assn., Chicago, stipulated 
that closing take place on or before Sept. 
IS. Moranz sold he has been visiting the 
construction site regularly to keep tabs 
on his new homo but decided to check 


with Dunbar sales people Thursday to 
confirm a closing date. • 


It was not until then Moranz learned 


that in April Union Federal had canceled 
its mortgage commitments for his and 27 
other Dunbar units. 


"Union Federal returned the mortgage 


application files for 28 buyers advising us 
that they couldn't honor their com- 
mitments because depositors were pull- 
Ing large amounts of money out of their 
savings and loan accounts In order to 
reinvest elsewhere at a higher Interest 
rate," said Vince Carsello, Dunbar sales 
manager. 


CARSELLO SAID his company felt it 


unwise to tell the buyers "and run the 
risk of getting them all upset" since they 
were confident other financing could be 


obtained prior to the anticipated closing 
dates. 


He said Dunbar later received a com- 


mitment for a mortgage for Moranz from 
Cragln Savings and Loan Assn., on Chi- 
cago's west side. However, that com- 
mitment for Moranz from Cragln Sav- 
ings and Loan Assn., also fell through 
because of unavailable money. 


At this point, Carsello said, Moranz has 


three options. "He can try to extend his 
present lease another 60 days in order to" 
give us more time to try for financing, or 
according to his contract, we will refund 
his $2,000 earnest money and cancel the 
deal," Carsello explained. 


But, Dunbar could also let Moranz take 


occupancy on a contract basis if it ap- 
pears that financing may be arranged 


sometime this month or in early October, 
Carsello added. 


He said Dunbar would have an advan- 


tage in taking back the unit from Moranz 
since it has increased $3,500 in price 
since he purchased it. Carsello added, 
however, that his company is making 
"every attempt" to secure a mortgage 
for Moranz and 10 other purchasers in 
the same position. 


THE CURRENT INTEREST rate is 


about 9.2 per cent, which will make a 
substantial difference in the amount of 
money Moranz is paying for the con- 
dominium, said Carsello. 


Dunbar's recent experiences with Un- 


ity and Cragin savings and loan associ- 
ations are not "unusual" in the present 
mortgage market, he added. 


Since the Illinois legislature changed 
the usury law in July, no bank or savings 
and loan association is bound to earlier 
commitments at a lower rate of interest, 
he added. 


But Carsello emphasized that Dunbar 


contacts mortgage lenders hi the Chicago 
area on a daily basis in order to provide 
financing for condominium buyers. 


Presently, he explained, the firm is 


faced with obtaining approximately S3 
million hi financing to cover 66 units that 
have been purchased and are due for de- 
livery this year. 


"We are doing everything possible to 


satisfy Tom Moranz and other Dunbar 
homebuyers," Carsello said, adding the 
firm has always been able to arrange 
financing by closing time.

An 18-year-old Glcnvicw youth will ap-

III. Rtc. 83, turned cast onto Aptakisic 
Road and then south on Milwaukee Ave- 
nue. 


At tho intersection of Lake-Cook Road 


and Milwaukee Avenue, a Lincolnshire 
police car unsuccessfully tried to stop the 
fleeing vehicle, police said. Further down 
Milwaukee Avenue, near More Avenue in 
Wheeling, a second Lincolnshire police 
car was able to get in front of the 
Plymouth, and Rivera used his car to 
first box in the Plymouth from the rear 
and then to force it off tho road.

don Hcln, father of Trustee William 
Hcln. Both Wilson and Holn are mem- 
bers of the Citizens Action Program, a 
group that was announced as a citizens 
lobby but has the earmarks of a would- 
bo political party. 


Wilson previously worked for the Illi- 


nois Dcpt. of Transportation. 


BARBARA CANN, 816 W. George St., 


said that earlier this spring she never 
dreamed her family would save the $300 
promised by the company she bought 
seeds from. Now, she says, they'll cer- 
tainly save close to that amount. 


"I don't anticipate buying any vege- 


tables all winter," said Bonnie Haskins, 
204 W. Victoria. "That's for company 
and everything. My freezer is packed sol- 
id." 


Mrs. Hawkins said she and her hus- 


band read about gardening all winter to 
learn tips for their second year of work- 
Ing the plots. She said they learned to 
beat the drought this summer by cov- 
ering their plot with dried grass to retain 
the moisture. 


Alice Crippen, 430 S. Reuter Dr., who 


has gardened at the park district plots 
for several years, said her yield this 
year was adequate but she's "had better 
in other years." She said plots were 
abandoned this year, and some may 
have been abandoned by people who 
were discouraged by heavy rains and 
drought. 


"You always have a certain number of 


people who start out the summer with 
cheery ideas and forget about the flies, 
the heat and the weeding, though," siad 
Mrs. Crippen. "It turns out to be more 
work than some people want to do." 


ANGELO CAPULLI, superintendent of 


grounds for the park district, said fewer 
plots were abandoned this year than last 
year, but a wave of vandalism this year 
did discourage a few gardeners. 


Capulli said he thinks the five-year-old 


garden program is one of the park dis- 
trict's best. This year the park district 
sold 275 plots at $5 each, and Capulli 
says he thinks the district could Issue 500 
plots if it had them. 


But next year there's a chance there 


may be no plots provided to the public by 
the park district. The park district plans 
to eventually build the model farm where 
most of the garden plots are located. 
Thornton says there may or may not be 
garden plots at Prairie Farm and Gar- 
den Park next year, depending "on the 
progress we make on the model farm." 


Thornton said the park district is going 


to be looking for more land to use for 
public gardening. "It's a popular activity 
and we're going to continue it if pos- 
sible," Thornton said.

How 
many 
Now?

"You can't have nine cats just sit- 


ting around all day, you know. They 
start walking all over people's cars 
and leaving footprints. And at night, 
you know, they start howling," said 
Bruce Wayland, Arlington Heights 
health inspector. 


The village cat pack, nine known 


members, was starting to draw the 
ire of Ray Easley's neighbors. Eas- 
ley, 17 S. Evergreen Ave., has been 
feeding the local stray and wander- 
ing cats of the downtown area for 
several years. 


"I've been doing it for five or six 


years," said Easlcy, a self-confessed 
friend of the felines. "I've been put- 
ting out food and milk for them. 
They just seem to find me." 


Easley estimated his following at 


10 to 12 cats, including a couple of 
pregnant females. 


"You know you can usually find a 


home for them. But today you just 
can't give 'em away. There seems to 
be a bumper crop of them," he said. 


THE BUMPER crop was not well 


received by the neighbors, the health 
inspector said. 


"They start howling at night and 


bother people. They climb all over 
everything and upset garbage cans," 
Wayland said. 


The health department received a 


complaint in July from one neighbor. 
Wayland said that while he was mak- 
ing his inspection, other neighbors 
came forward. 


The health department sent the 


complaint to the police who are 
charged with controlling animals in 
the village. Cadets were dispatched 
to apprehend the errant animals. 


The police dragnet was able to 


snare only one of the kitty-cat scoun- 
drels. The cat was transported to the 
animal shelter. 


ALTHOUGH EASLEY is not the 


owner of the pack, he was in viola- 
iion of a village ordinance which lim- 
its households to two pets. 


Frank Charlton, village health di- 


rector, said the ordinance is not usu- 
ally enforced unless the number of 
pets constitutes a nuisance. 


"What are you supposed to do if 


your dog has puppies? Strike all but 
one of them dead?" asked Charlton. 


EASLEY SAID he would stop feed- 


ing the animals and volunteered to 
round up the ones that have eluded 
the law. "I'll take them over to the 
shelter myself," he said. 


He guessed there was something 


deeper in his relation to the cats than 
merely his feeding them. 


"I don't care where I am. I could 


be in Mexico, and if there's a cat 
anywhere around, he's going to find 
me," he said.

An armed robber took more than

Condominium residents 
tell woes to legislators 


The flipsldo of "carefree living" in 


modern condominium homes was spelled 
out for members of the Illinois General 
Assembly at a public hearing In Hoffman 
Estates. 


A panel of six members of the Illinois 


House of Representatives last week 
heard tales of leaking roofs, sinking foun- 
dations and absentee sellers from subur- 
ban residents who have found that their 
maintenance-free dream houses can be- 
come continuing headaches. 


The legislators also heard from man- 


agers of these communal-living estab- 
lishments who said many of the prob- 
lems of this latest fashion in suburban 
living come from a lack of understanding 
on the part of homeowners concerning 
what their own responsibilities arc In 
buying a piece of suburban leisure. 


One of the Icadoff witnesses at the 


hearing, Patricia Chrlstman of Bartlctt 
told how she has suffered through two 
years In her first homo fighting a house 
which leaks from the roof through the 
doors and windows, and through the 
floorboards. 


She also told of how she was required 


to buy a garbage disposal unit which did 
not work, along with her new home, and 
how the repairman who came to fix It 
patched over his handiwork by repaying 
the hole which ho tore in the wall with 
newspapers and masking tape. 


ON THE OTHER SIDE of the disputes 


between condominium buyers and those 
responsible for the upkeep, the legisla- 
tors were told by professional housing 
development managers that too many 
homeowners enter into communal devel- 
opments without understanding their re- 
sponsibilities as buyers. 


In response to one such statement, 


State Rep. Donald L. Totteh, R-Hoffmon 
Estates, pointed out that selling agree- 
ments for an ordinary single-family 
home may consist of no more than one or 
two pages of typewritten material while 
agreements for condomlnum units may 
run to well over 100 pages. 


Totten was applauded by approximate- 


ly ISO spectators present, when he de- 
clared that the legislative committee will 
request testimony from representatives 
of the U.S. Federal Housing Authority, 
the U.S. Housing and Urban Devel- 
opment Dept. and the Consumer Fraud 
Division of the Illinois Attorney Gener- 
al's Office, as to why condominium buy- 
ers encounter difficulty In solving their 
problems.

A first-year teacher hi Des Plaines 


Dist. 62, Miss Strout will launch her full 
time career in education Tuesday morn- 
big, when she opens her classroom to 
second grade students at Orchard Place 
School. 


"They always say the first year Is the 


hardest — I expect to put in a lot of time 
on this job," she said. 


A 1974 graduate of Western Illinois 


University, Miss Strout has already had 
experience as a substitute teacher hi 
school districts in Des Plaines, Schaum- 
burg, and Wllmette. She also served as a 
student teacher at Terrace School. 


"I'VE ALWAYS WANTED to be a 


teacher ever since I was a kid." She 
said, "I used to have a desk at home and 
I'd always pretend I was teaching." 


Despite the tight Job market for teach- 


ers (Dist. 62 hired only 29 new teachers 
from more than 1400 applicants), Miss 
Strout said she never considered any oth- 
er profession.

Some people changed their minds 
during college but I left with the same 
goal," she said. 


Miss Strout begins her career In the 


era of the open classroom, but she terms 
herself "kind of old fashioned." 


"I don't believe hi kids running around 


wild — you have to have control," she 
said. "I still believe in discipline and re- 
spect." 


THE ORCHARD PLACE teacher says 


she Is "open minded and willing to try 


new ways. I just don't think I want to go 
into an open classroom right away." 


Miss Strout has spent the past week 


consulting with fellow teachers and set- 
ting up her classroom. She has already 
been advised by one teacher to try to 
recognize youngsters for good behavior 
instead of bad. 


"I've talked with other teachers and 


they said it works pretty good," Miss 
Strout said. "I'm going to try it but there 
are going to be times when I just can't." 


Miss Strout surveys her empty class-

Assessed valuations for the township 


are determined by the Cook County As- 
sessor's Office, based on 22 per cent of 
the actual value of a homeowner's prop- 
erty, she said. 


Mrs. Altenburg said some tax bills in 


the township were decreased because of 
changes hi the equalizer formula used by 


the Illinois Dept. of Local Government 
Affairs. 


THE OTHERS, however, are left with 


their assessed valuations for at least an- 
other three years, she said. 


Persons who believe the assessed valu- 


ation of their property is more .than 22 
per cent of its actual value, can file a 
complaint at the Cook County Assessor's 
Office in Chicago or the assessor's 
branch office, 1612 W. Northwest Hwy., 
Arlington Heights, before Sept. 16. 


Mrs. Altenburg said the township as- 


sessor is listening to complaints, but tax- 
payers should look to the county assessor 
for redress.

Nixon belted 


Presidential resignation didn't stop Jimm Watson from using 
his idea; but The Times insisted on historical accuracy, so...

Jimm Watson, a large, boarded man 


from Arlington Heights, might be the 
only man to belt a President and get 
away with it. 


To be more accurate, he has put for- 


mer President Richard M. Nixon on two 
belt buckles. 


"David Olson (his partner) and I were 


sitting in a restaurant when the idea 
came to us. We thought it was a good 
one, so we started working on it," he 
said. 


The result of the brain storm was a 


presidential impeachment belt buckle. 
The buckle is shaped like a peach, with 
Nixon and the Presidential Seal placed 
near the cleft.1 In the upper left corner is 
"Tricky Bird" flying away with "sym- 
bolic tapes." 


THE TOTAL DESIGN, like many of 


Watson's, is a collection of jokes and 
puns within Jokes and puns on different 
levels. 


"It's subliminal psychology. The word 


'Impeached' Is spelled 'Im-PEACHED' 
That way it reads 'impeached' from a 
distance and 'I'm peached' when you're 
close up. The shape just looks like a 
buckle till you get close, then you see it's 
a peach, too," he explained. 


Watson had hoped to have the buckles 


on the market by the Fourth of July, but 
things were not to work out that way for 
him. 


He said the first problem came in get- 


ting a post office box. 


"We needed another box. We already 


have another line of belt buckles and we 
didn't want to offend our conservative 
customers," he said. 


THE NEXT PROBLEM was advertls- 


Ing the product. He said the New York 
Times turned him down. Ho claims they 
called his product "political dynamite." 
Chicago newspapers responded with 
"Sorry," and "No way," he said. 


He was finally able to place an ad in 


the Washington Post, which apparently 
is used to handling political dynamite. 
Once the Ice was broken, he said the 
Times agreed to run the ad. 


But before it could appear, Nixon an- 


nounced his resignation. "They (the 
Times) said they couldn't take the ad be- 
cause it was 'historically inaccurate' be- 
cause he quit," Watson said. 


So to be accurate, he quickly altered 


the design. An "X" was superimposed on 
the '"ImPEACHED" and "I QUIT" was 
placed under it. 


"Having to do that really cut into our 


capital," he said. 


Since the ads have appeared, Watson's 


postal box (Fresh Buckles, P.O. Box 39, 
Arlington Heights) has received mail 
other than orders. There are some poison 
pen letters. 


WATSON, however, said he is Inter- 


ested in more than historical statements 
on buckles. 


"I'm doing original functional designs. 


Kcychains, buckles, post cards. Things 
that people can use," he said. 


Watson has studied at the Art Institute 


and will be entering the University of 
Chicago to study human behavior and 
marketing In the fall. 


Besides the Nixon buckle, Watson has 


designed buckles and album covers for 
musicians. Truck drivers, horse race 
fans and Mayor Richard Daley also are 
going to receive the Watson treatment. 


He said he has about 80 different de-

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Teachers reject wage offer—by 2 votes

Teachers in High School Dlst. 211 


turned down a proposed salary contract 
by a two-vote margin Friday. 


They voted 209 to 207 against a con- 


tract which would have raised teachers' 
salaries by 7.8 per cent. Carl Flaks, pres- 
ident of the Dist. 211 Education Assn., 
said teachers will return to school Tues- 
day without a contract and the associ- 
ation will poll teachers Wednesday to 
(Ind out why the salary agreement was 
voted down. 


Flaks said teachers have not discussed 


a strike and the association wants salary 
negotiations to resume with the help of a 
mediator. "The two sides have to get to- 
gether again," he said. 


ROBERT CREEK, president of the 


Dist. 211 Board of Education, said the 
board will meet in closed session Tues- 
day night to discuss the teachers' vote. 
He said he could not predict the outcome 
of the meeting. "I haven't talked to any- 
one on the board," he said. 


Negotiators for the\ board and the 


teachers reached a contract agreement 


Aug. 13 with the help of a mediator. 
Teacher negotiators refused to endorse 
the agreement, but urged every teacher 
to read the contract and decide for him- 
self. 


On Friday 416 of the teachers' associ- 


ation's 427 members voted. Approximate- 
ly 80 per cent of the teachers in High 
School Dlst. 211 are members of the as- 
sociation. 


The contract would have Increased the 


base salary of teachers by 7.8 per cent 
from $8,950 to $9,650. Teachers had asked 


for a 10 per cent increase in salary and 
the board had offered them 6.2 per cent. 


BESIDES RAISING the base salary of 


teachers the new contract would have In- 
creased coaching salaries and extra- 
curricular pay for teachers by 7 per cent 
and department chairmen salaries by 10 
per cent. It raised summer school pay 
from $170 to $185 per week. 


The contract also Included fringe bene- 


fits such as a life insurance policy that 
would insure a teacher for the amount of 
his base salary or a minimum of $10,000, 


an insurance plan for retired teachers 
through which the teacher would pay for 
life insurance at a troup rate and an ex- 
tension of sick leave for a teacher with a 
serious illness or injury. 


Salary talks in Dist. 211 began last 


February and intensified in June when 
250 teachers rallied in support of their 
negotiating team. Teacher negotiators 
declared an impasse and a mediator 
from the Federal Mediation and Con- 
ciliation Service was called in to settle 
the dispute.

Tight-money market squeezes condo buyers

The tight mortgage market may cheat 


Schaumburg resident Tom Moranz out of 
a place to live when he is married later 
this month. Ten other condominium buy- 
ers arc in the same position concerning 
units they've purchased at Dunbar 
Lakes. 


Last February, In anticipation of their 


marriage, Moranz, and his fiancee, 
Klmbcrly Ward, bought a $27,000 Dunbar 
Condominium. Or, at least they thought 
they were buying the unit. 


A 7.0 per cent mortgage com- 


mitment notice from Union Federal Sav- 
ings and Loan Assn., Chicago, stipulated 
that closing take place on or before Sept. 
IS. Moranz sold ho has been visiting the 
construction site regularly to keep tabs 
on his new homo but decided to check 


with Dunbar sales people Thursday to 
confirm a closing date. 


It was not until then Moranz learned 


that in April Union Federal had canceled 
its mortgage commitments for his and 27 
other Dunbar units. 


"Union Federal returned the mortgage 


application files for 28 buyers advising us 
that they couldn't honor their com- 
mitments because depositors were pull- 
ing large amounts of money out of their 
savings and loan accounts in order to 
reinvest elsewhere at a higher interest 
rate," sold Vlnce Carscllo, Dunbar sales 
manager. 


CARSELLO SAID his company felt it 


unwise to tell the buyers "and run the 
risk of getting them all upset" since they 
were confident other financing could be 


obtained prior to the anticipated closing 
dates. 


He said Dunbar later received a com- 


mitment for a mortgage for Moranz from 
Cragin Savings and Loan Assn., on Chi- 
cago's west side. However, that com- 
mitment for Moranz from Cragin Sav- 
ings and Loan Assn., also fell through 
because of unavailable money. 


At this point, Carsello said, Moranz has 


three options. "He can try to extend his 
present lease another 60 days'in order to 
give us more time to try for financing, or 
according to his contract, we will refund 
his $2,000 earnest money and cancel the 
deal," Carsello explained. 


But, Dunbar could also let Moranz take 


occupancy on a contract basis If it ap- 
pears that financing may be arranged 


J 


sometime this month or in early October, 
Carsello added. 


He said Dunbar would have an advan- 


tage in taking back the unit from Moranz 
since it has increased $3,500 in price 
since he purchased it. Carsello added, 
however, that his company is making 
"every attempt" to secure a mortgage 
for Moranz and 10 other purchasers in 
the same position. 


THE CURRENT INTEREST rate is 


about 9.2 per cent, which will make a 
substantial difference in the amount of 
money Moranz is paying for the con- 
dominium, said Carsello. 


Dunbar's recent experiences with Un- 


ity and Cragin savings and loan associ- 
ations are not "unusual" in the present 
mortgage market, he added. 


Since the Illinois legislature changed 
the usury law in July, no bank or savings 
and loan association is bound to earlier 
commitments at a lower rate of interest, 
he added. 


But Carsello emphasized that Dunbar 


contacts mortgage lenders in the Chicago 
area on a daily basis in order to provide 
financing for condominium buyers. 


Presently, he explained, the firm is 


faced with obtaining approximately $3 
million in financing to cover 66 units that 
have been purchased and are due for de- 
livery this year. 


"We are doing everything possible to 


satisfy Tom Moranz and other Dunbar 
homebuyers," Carsello said, adding the 
firm has always been able to arrange 
financing by closing time.

Area educational policies spread to Europe

Changes In education are taking place 


all over the world and Inroads made by 
Vnrtrmosl suburban schools are known 
from continent to continent thanks to 
George Ergong, administrator at Elk 
Grove High School. 


Ergang, practical arts division chair- 


man, and his wife, Florence, a teacher In 
Highland Park, spent their summer va- 
cation in Europe studying the education- 
al systems of high schools there. 


The Ergangs were among 178 educa- 


tors from North America who attended 
the Second World Congress of Corn- 
pa r a 11 v o Education Societies. They 
toured five countries — West Germany, 
Denmark, France, Hungary and Switzer- 
land — In four weeks and exchanged 
ideas with educators from more than 100 
countries. 


Ergang took along about three dozen 


booklets describing Elk Grove High 
School's academic program. They were 


quickly picked up by members of the 
tour who were Interested in the operation 
o( a comprehensive high school. As Er- 
gang puts it, "High School Dist. 214 is 
known from Hungary to Japan." 


ERGANG SAYS many members of the 


tour, especially those from Europe, were 
interested in the comprehensive high 


school system because their countries 
are moving away from the traditional 
system of separate schools. 


In the past many European coun- 


tries divided students Into separate 
schools for professional study and voca- 
tional training. But Ergang says he 
found many countries that are changing 
that tradition. There is now a trend to- 
ward a comprehensive high school, such 
as Elk Grove High School, where stu- 
dents study for many different careers. 


"The emphasis is on democratization," 


says Ergang. "Education was not always 
for everyone. Education was for the 
elite." Some European countries are 
phasing out national exams to place stu- 
dents In a hierarchy of schools, he says. 


The Ergangs paid for the tour them- 


selves and are now compiling the stacks 
of notes they brought back. Ergang says 
they have been able to arrive at four 
basic Impressions of the educatonal sys- 
tems they saw. 


There is a trend towards individualized 


instruction as schools reorganize their 
curriculum to meet the specific needs of 
individual students. Career education is 
another "big item," says Ergang and 
schools in Europe are focusing on train- 
ing students for work after school wheth- 
er they want to be mayors or factory 
workers. 


Equal opportunity in education for all 


students is a third trend. Fourth, all 
countries believe their cultural values in 
areas such as music and art should be 
transmitted from generation to gener- 
ation through the schools. 


EUROPEAN HIGH schools are pro- 


gressive, says Ergang and students there 
have more freedom than many students 
in the United States. 


For example, In Denmark a 17-year-old 


was recently elected by students as the 
headmaster of the school, says Ergang. 
As for discipline, schools in Denmark are 
very "permissive," he says. They at- 
tempt to make "a school a place where a 
child would like to go." 


Some countries have launched ex- 
periments that do away -with formal 
schools, says Ergang. In Germany a 
school system is not necessarily Involved 
with the education of a student. That re- 
sponsibility lies with the student, his par- 
ents and the state. About 600 students 
now get their formal education working 
as apprentices at the Krupp steel works. 
They do not attend a regular school. 


And in France employers pay a special 


tax to send their workers to school dur- 
ing the day. "There is no feeling that you 
must complete high school in four 
years," says Ergang. Students often 
leave high school for a year to work and 
then go back. 


Throughout the four weeks members of 


the tour kept one central question in 
mind when they talked about changes in 
education, says Ergang. That question is 
"What's a school for?" A school is for 
students, he says, and one of the con- 
stant goals of educators is to find better 
ways of educating the next generation.

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Teachers reject wage offer—by 2 votes

Teachers in High School Dlst. 211 


turned down a proposed salary contract 
by a two-vote margin Friday. 


They voted 209 to 207 against a con- 


tract which would have raised teachers' 
salaries by 7.8 per cent. Carl Finks, pres- 
ident of the Dlst. 211 Education Assn., 
said teachers will return to school Tues- 
day without a contract and the associ- 
ation will poll teachers Wednesday, to 
find out why the salary agreement was 
voted down. 


Fiaks said teachers have not discussed 


a strike and the association wants salary 
negotiations to resume with the help of a 
mediator. "The two sides have to get to- 
gether again," he said. 


ROBERT CREEK, president of the 


Dlst. 211 Board of Education, said the 
board will meet in closed session Tues- 
day night to discuss the teachers' vote. 
He said he could not predict the outcome 
of the meeting. "I haven't talked to any- 
one on the board," he said. 


Negotiators for the board and the 


teachers reached a contract agreement 


Aug. 13 with the help of a mediator. 
Teacher negotiators refused to endorse 
the agreement, but urged every teacher 
to read the contract and decide for him- 
self. 


On Friday 416 of the teachers' associ- 


ation's 427 members voted. Approximate- 
ly 80 per cent of the teachers hi High 
School Dist. 211 are members of the as- 
sociation. 


The contract would have increased the 


base salary of teachers by 7.8 per cent 
from $8,950 to $9,650. Teachers had asked 


. 
for a 10 per cent increase in salary and 
the board had offered them 6.2 per cent. 


BESIDES RAISING the base salary of 


teachers the new contract would have in- 
creased coaching salaries and extra- 
curricular pay for teachers by 7 per cent 
and department chairmen salaries by 10 
per cent. It raised summer school pay 
from $170 to $185 per week. 


The contract also included fringe bene- 


fits such as a life insurance policy that 
would Insure a teacher for the amount of 
his base salary or a minimum of $10,000, 


an Insurance plan for retired teachers 
through which the teacher would pay for 
life insurance at a troup rate and an ex- 
tension of sick leave for a teacher with a 
serious illness or injury. 


Salary talks In Dist. 211 began last 


February and intensified in June when 
250 teachers rallied in support of their 
negotiating team. Teacher 
negotiators 


declared an impasse and a mediator 
from the Federal Mediation and Con- 
ciliation Service was called in to settle 
the dispute.

County crew cleaning up Sayles Cemetery 


A Cook County Forest Preserve crew 


began a major clearing and cleanup job 
on the Sayles Cemetery in Palatine 
Township last week. 


The four-week cleanup project of the 


Cook county-owned cemetery comes in 
response to a continued request by town- 
ship officials for a restoration of the 
more than 100 year old cemetery. 


A township cemetery committee has 


been working to restore various pioneer 
cemeteries in the township which include 
Cady, Old Plum Grove, Salem and Say- 
les. Township officials have told the com- 
mittee that the township will not finance 
a restoration of the Sayles Cemetery be- 
cause it is owned by the county and is 
the county's responsibility. 


Averry V. Wolfrum, committee chair- 


man, has requested that the county turn 


possession of the cemetery over to the 
township so that the cemetery can be 
taken care of, or that the county do the 
clean-up. 


THE COUNTY BEGAN its restoration 


work last week on the cemetery, a 1.15- 
acre site at Long Grove Road and Astor 
Avenue. The dense undergrowth of shrub 
and weeds, and over grown and diseased 
trees that have covered nearly 65 grave- 
stones in the cemetery are being cleared. 


Piles of litter which includes old tele- 


vision sets, suitcases, beer cans and 
h o u s e h o l d rubble, are also being 
cleared from the area. 


Wolfrum said that in researching the 


history of the cemetery, he has found 
evidence that a pioneer family of Pala- 
tine, who donated the land for a ceme- 
tery, deeded the cemetery to Cook Coun- 


ty in the mid 1800's. The earliest known 
burial in Sayles cemetery dates back to 
1841. 


When asked whether the efforts being 


made by county crews to clear the ceme- 
tery of rubble and overgrowth was an 
indication that the county recognized its 
ownership of the land, Matthews said, 
"Well, all anyone should really care 
about is that the cemetery is being 
cleaned up. As long as it is, there should 
be nothing more to say about it." 


WOLFRUM HAS something more to 


present to Matthews and the county as 
he plans to request that the county fence 
in the cemetery after it is cleaned up, to 
prevent vandals and "mischievous kids" 
from getting into the cemetery and dam- 
aging the gravestones. 


"Fencing is necessary. The county's 


cleaning up the cemetery, and then we 
have to work on piecing back together 
the fragmented and broken gravestones 
that are scattered all over the area. 
Once this is done, we "don't want it to go 
back to its present state," Wolfrum said. 


To insure the continued upkeep of the 


cemetery, Wolfrum hopes to promote the 
idea that residents of Palatine Township 
should support state legislation that will 
allow counties to transfer land that they 
own to local governmental bodies. At the 
present time, counties are not able to do 
this. 


The county Is willing to give a right of 


way to the township to maintain the cem- 
etery after it is cleaned up, but neither 
Wolfrum nor township officials feel that 
this would be feasible as the cemetery 
"is still the county's responsibility,"

However, that com- 
mitment for Moranz from Cragin Sav- 
ings and Loan Assn., also fell through 
because of unavailable money.

City sure special census 
to show more than 20,000 


Canvassers arc expected to begin a 


special city census In Rolling Meadows 
this week to establish the latest popu- 
lation count. 


The count may lead to significant 


changes for the city since the population 
Is almost assured of Increasing beyond 
the 20,000 figure, requiring the city to In- 
crease Its ward size from five to seven. 


An Increase to 23,000, also considered a 


possibility by some city officials, would 
entitle tho city to homo rule power. 


The present city population, according 


to the 1970 census, Is 19,178. 


The census will be conducted under the 


guidance of the U. S. Bureau of the Cen- 
sus which will supervise a training ses- 
sion far volunteers Wednesday. The door- 
to-door count will begin following the 
training. The ccnius Is expected to take 
about two weeks to complete.

$16.000. The city is hoping each resi- 
dent will donate $1. 


RESIDENTS WILL BE asked several

Pre- 
liminary results of the count are ex- 
pected within two weeks of its com- 
pletion but official results will not be 
known for about 60 days. 


Tho census was authorized by the city 


council in October at a cost of about 
$8,000. The count is considered important 
because some city revenues, Including 
state income tax rebates and motor fuel 
tax rebates, are based on population.

tween the city and the site at Kirchoff 
Road and W. Frontage Road. 


The city moved in May and June to 


complete annexation moves of several 
parcels adjacent to the complex in order 
to substantiate a link between the city 
and the complex. 


The Philippe subdivision of some 300 


homes in the northwest section of the 
city was also annexed in order to be in- 
cluded in the count. 


Other properties built since 1970 which 


will be counted In the city for the first 
time Include the Three Fountains con- 
dominiums, the Georgetown apartments, 
Wlnthrop Village and the Tall Oaks, 
Dawngate and Creekslde subdivisions.

The dense undergrowth of shrub 
and weeds, and over grown and diseased 
trees that have covered nearly 65 grave- 
stones In the cemetery are being cleared. 


Piles of litter which includes old tele- 


vision sets, suitcases, beer cans and 
h o u s e h o l d rubble, are also being 
cleared from the area. 


Wolfrum said that in researching the 


history of the cemetery, he has found 
evidence that a pioneer family of Pala- 
tine, who donated the land for a ceme- 
tery, deeded the cemetery to Cook Coun- 
ty In the mid 1800's. The earliest known 
burial In Sayles cemetery dates back to 
1841. 


When asked whether the efforts being

booklets describing Elk Grove High 
School's academic program. They were 
quickly picked up by members of the 
tour who were Interested in the operation 
of a comprehensive high school.

school system because their countries 
are moving away from the traditional 
system of separate schools. 


In the past many European coun- 


tries divided students into separate 
schools for professional study and voca- 
tional training. But Ergang says he 
found many countries that are changing 
that tradition. There is now a trend to- 
ward a comprehensive high school, such 
as Elk Grove High School, where stu- 
dents study for many different careers. 


"The emphasis is on democratization," 


says Ergang. "Education was not always 
for everyone. Education was for the 
elite." Some European countries are 
phasing out national exams to place stu- 
dents in a hierarchy of schools, he says. 


The Ergangs paid for the tour them- 


selves and are now compiling the stacks 
of notes they brought back. Ergang says 
they have been able to arrive at four 
basic impressions of the educatonal sys- 
tems they saw. 


There is a trend towards individualized 


instruction as schools reorganize their 
curriculum to meet the specific needs of 
individual students. Career education Is 
another "big item," says Ergang and 
schools in Europe are focusing on train- 
ing students for work after school wheth- 
er they want to be mayors or factory 
workers. 


Equal opportunity in education for all 


students is a third trend. Fourth, all 
countries believe their cultural values in 
areas such as music and art should be 
transmitted from generation to gener- 
ation through the schools. 


EUROPEAN HIGH schools are pro- 


gressive, says Ergang and students there 
have more freedom than many students 
In the United States. 


For example, in Denmark a 17-year-old 


was recently elected by students as the 
headmaster of the school, says Ergang. 
As for discipline, schools in Denmark are 
very "permissive," he says. They at- 
tempt to make "a school a place where a 
child would like to go." 


Some countries have launched ex- 


periments that do away with formal 
schools, says Ergang. In Germany a 
school system is not necessarily involved 


with the education of a student. That re- 
sponsibility lies with the student, his par- 
ents and the state. About 600 students 
now get their formal education working 
as apprentices at the Krupp steel works. 
They do not attend a regular school. 


And in France employers pay a special 


tax to send their workers to school dur- 
ing the day. "There is no feeling that you 
must complete high school in four 
years," says Ergang. Students often 
leave high school for a year to work and 
then go back. 


Throughout the four weeks members of 


the tour kept one central question in 
mind when they talked about changes in 
education, says Ergang. That question is 
"What's a school for?" A school is for 
students, he says, and one of the con- 
stant goals of educators is to find better 
ways of educating the next generation.

managers of subsidized housing in the 
Chicago area.

BESIDES RAISING the base salary of

creased coaching salaries and extra- 
curricular pay for teachers by 7 per cent 
and department chairmen salaries by 10 
per cent. It raised summer school pay 
from $170 to $185 per week. 


The contract also included fringe bene- 


fits such as a life Insurance policy, that 
would insure a teacher for the amount of 
his base salary or a minimum of $10,000, 
an Insurance plan for retired teachers 
through which the teacher would pay for 
life Insurance at a troup rate and an ex- 
tension of sick leave for a teacher with a 
serious Illness or Injury. 


Salary talks in Dist. 211 began last 


February and intensified in June when 
250 teachers rallied in support of their 
negotiating team. Teacher negotiators 
declared an impasse and a mediator 
from the Federal Mediation and Con- 
ciliation Service was called in to settle 
the dispute.

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Building to be razed for library 
Village ready to buy 
Central School site

The Mount Prospect Village Board will 


finalize 
plans Tuesday 
to buy the 


Central School property for a new public 
library. 


Mayor Robert D. Tclchcrt announced 


Friday that arrangements arc complete 
for the village to purchase the abandoned 
school building and grounds at Central 
Road and Main Street for $675,000. Tho 
price tag includes $30,000 the village 
owed for taking over right-of-way for the 
widening of Central Road. 


Apprised of the pending purchase, li- 


brary board president John Parsons ex- 
ulted: "Magnlflccr1.. It con't be any bet- 
ter." 


Demolition of the 47-year-old Central 


School building will begin soon. Tho raz- 
ing was hastened because of a safety fac- 
tor 'caused by two simultaneous fires in 
the structure last week, but Tclchcrt said 
the cost was not affected by the fires. 


Groundbreaking for the library will 


lake place next spring, with completion 
projected for late spring 1076. The North- 
field architectural firm of Wcndt Cedar- 
holm Tippcns Inc. will design the new 
building. 


PURCHASE OF th.i 2.6-acrc Central 


School site is part of at: over-all $3.2 mil- 
lion library package th". includes demo- 
lition of the school and erection of a two- 
story structure In addition to the land 
purchase. 


Tclchcrt said general obligation bonds 


will be Issued "promptly," but indicated 
that because of the financial climate he 
did not believe they could be sold for an 
interest rate as low as the 4.07 per cent 
the village pays on its flood-control 
bonds, issued last December. 


The village board Is expected to opt for 


bonds that could be retired in 14 years at 
an approximate cost of $16 a year to tax- 
payers whoso property is assessed at 
$10,000. 


THE BOARD originally planned to con- 


duct a referendum on the project, but 
later decided to skip the poll to cut costs 
and Instead to issue bonds solely on the 
vote of the board. 


The village obtained an appraisal of 


the property of $625,000, but when nego- 
tiations between the village and the prin- 
cipal owner of the property, Alexander 
Magnus, reached a stalemate, the village 
filed suit in Circuit Court to condemn the 
site. Negotiations proceeded and agree- 
ment eventually was reached. 


Magnus reportedly paid $410,000 for the 


Central School property in 1970, when It 
was auctioned off by Mount Prospect 
DIst. 57. The school, built in 1927, is one 
of the oldest buildings in Mount Pros- 
pect. 


THE VILLAGE board has encountered 


some resistance to locating the library 
on the school site, primarily from the 
Chamber of Commerce' and the central 
business district planning committee, 
which believe the property could be bet- 
ter used for commercial space. 


Tcichert indicated, however, that the 


board still considers it the best location 
for the library, and "unless the board is 
persuaded otherwise, that's where it's 
going to go." 


The present library, at 14 E. Busse 


Avc., is cramped for space and would be 
taken over by the village for municipal 
administrative offices after the new li- 
brary is built.

Office has "numerous complaints" about 
increases in this year's tax bills, but so 
far no one has received adjustments, 
said Frances Altenburg, deputy assessor. 


Mrs. Altenburg said some township

the Illinois Dept. of Local Governmem 
Affairs.

other three years, she said. 


Persons who believe the assessed valu- 


ation of their property is more than 22 
' per cent of its actual value, can file a 
complaint at the Cook County Assessor's 
Office in Chicago or the assessor's 
branch office, 1612 W. Northwest Hwy., 
Arlington Heights, before Sept. 16. 


Mrs. Altenburg said the township as-

A chance to tell creek flood woes 


Residents of DCS Plaines and Mount

dents. 


Edward Martin of the SCS said govern- 


ment officials want to "make sure we 
haven't overlooked something" which 
might influence flooding in the area, as 
much as they want to suggest possible 


solutions to the problems and get respon- 
ses from the people those solutions might 
affect. 


THE SCS, THE steering committee 


and the Metropolitan Sanitary District 
are within six to nine months of issuing a 
report recommending flood control mea- 
sures for the entire Des Plaines River 
Basin, Martin said. This meeting is a 
chance for residents who live near the 
two creeks to make their feelings known 
before the report is finalized, he said. 


Whether the solution to flooding in the 


local area is channel work on the creeks 
or on the Des Plaines River or whether 
retention basins are needed, the recom- 
mended solution in the report will need 
local support if any federal, state or 
MSD money is ever going to be provided 
for the work, he said. 


Martin said that in addition, local 


agencies and officials will have to agree 
with any local solutions suggested in the 
plan such as municipal flood plain build- 
ing regulations or maintenance of creek 
channels by city or village crews.

214 is 
known from Hungary to Japan." 


ERGANG SAYS many members of the 


tour, especially those from Europe, were 
interested in the comprehensive high 
school system because their countries 
are moving away from the traditional 
system of separate schools. 


In the past many European coun- 


tries divided students into separate 
schools for professional study and voca- 
tional training. But Ergang says he 
found many countries that are changing 
that tradition. There is now a trend to- 
ward a comprehensive high school, such 
as Elk Grove High School, where stu- 
dents study for many different careers. 


"The emphasis Is on democratization," 


says Ergang. "Education was not always 
for everyone. Education was for the 
elite." Some European countries are 
phasing out national exams to place stu- 
dents in'a hierarchy of schools, he says. 


The Ergangs paid for the tour them- 


selves and are now compiling the stacks 
of notes they brought back. Ergang says 
they have been able to arrive at four 
basic impressions of the educatonal sys- 
tems they saw. 


There is a trend towards individualized 


instruction as schools reorganize their 
curriculum to meet the specific needs of 
individual students. Career education is 


another "big item," says Ergang and 
schools in Europe are focusing on train- 
ing students for work after school wheth- 
er they want to be mayors or factory 
workers. 


Equal opportunity in education for all 


students is a third trend. Fourth, all 
countries believe their cultural values in 
areas such as music and art should be 
transmitted from generation to gener- 
ation through the schools. 


EUROPEAN HIGH schools are pro- 


gressive, says Ergang and students there 
have more freedom than many students 
in the United States. 


For example, in Denmark a 17-year-old 


was recently elected by students as the 
headmaster of the school, says Ergang. 
As for discipline, schools in Denmark are 
very- "permissive," he says. They at- 
tempt to make "a school a place where a 
child would like to go." 


Some countries have launched ex- 


periments that do away with formal 
schools, says Ergang. In Germany a 
school system Is not necessarily involved 
with the education of a student. That re- 
sponsibility lies with the student, his par- 
ents and the state. About 600 students 
now get their formal education working 
as apprentices at the Krupp steel works. 
They do not attend a regular school. 


And in France employers pay a special 


tax to send their workers to school dur- 
ing the day. "There is no feeling that you 
must complete high school in four 
years," says Ergang. Students often 
leave high school for a year to work and 
then go back. 


Throughout the four weeks members o£ 


the tour kept one central question in 
mind when they talked about changes In 
education, says Ergang. That question Is 
"What's a school for?" A school Is for 
students, he says, and one of the con- 
stant goals of educators Is to find better 
ways of educating the next generation.

Year's $12.9 million 
school budget OKd 


Arlington Heights Dlst. 25 will operate 


this year under a $12.9 million budget, 
approved by the board of education 
Thursday night.

The park district may sacrifice the 


plots for a working model of a farm com- 
mon to the Northwest suburbs 100 years 
ago. 


The pioneer farm, long in the talking 


stage, may actually get started next year 
to tie in with America's Bicentennial cel- 
ebrations. 


THOMAS THORNTON, park district 


director, while terming 1974's gardens as 
"the best I've seen," said they may have 
to give way to the historical park de- 
pending "on the progress we make on 
the model farm." A special museum tax 
is included in park district taxes and the 
money will be used to build the farm. 


"I've watched this garden program for 


a long time and I think this year had the 
best gardens I've seen," Thornton said. 


William Kenney, 215 Stratford Rd., 


who has been gardening park district 
plots for four summers, says his yield 
this year was "super." This year was 
"easily the best year," he says. 


Growing vegetables on their park dis- 


trict plots at Prairie Farm and Garden 
Park, Belmont Avenue and Council Trail 
Road, Is a family project for the Ken- 
neys. Besides being fun, Mrs. Kenney 
says the garden vegetables are really a 
big help In easing the effects of inflation. 


BARBARA CANN. 816 W. George St., 


said that earlier this spring she never 
dreamed her family would save the $300 
promised by the company she bought 
seeds from. Now, she says, they'll cer- 
tainly save close to that amount. 


"I don't anticipate buying any vege- 


tables all winter," said Bonnie Haskins, 
204 W. Victoria. "That's for company 
and everything. My freezer is packed sol- 
id." 


Mrs. Hawkins said she and her hus- 


band read about gardening all winter to 
learn tips for their second year of work- 
ing the plots. She said they learned to 
beat the drought this summer by cov- 
ering their plot with dried grass to retain 
the moisture. 


Alice Crippen, 430 S. Reuter Dr., who 


has gardened at the park district plots 
for .several years, said her yield this 
year was adequate but she's "had better 
in other years." She said plots were 
abandoned this year, and some may 
have been abandoned by people who 
were discouraged by heavy rains and 
drought. 


"You always have a certain number of 


people who start out the summer with 
cheery ideas and forget about the files, 
the heat and the weeding, though," siad 
Mrs. Crippen. "It turns out to be more 
work than some people want to do." 


ANGELO CAPULLJ, superintendent of 


grounds for the park district, said fewer 
plots wore abandoned this year than last 
year, but a wave of vandalism this year 
did discourage a few gardeners. 


Capulli said he thinks the five-year-old 


garden program is one of the park dis- 
trict's best. This year the park district 
sold 275 plots at $5 each, and Capulli 
says he thinks the district could issue 500 
plots if it had them. 


But next year there's a chance there 


may be no plots provided to the public by 
the park district. The park district plans 
to eventually build the model farm where 
most of the garden plots are located: 
Thornton says there may or may not be 
garden plots at Prairie Farm and Gar- 
den Park next year, depending "on the 
progress we make on the model farm." 


Thornton said the park district is going 


to be looking for more land to use for 
public gardening. "It's a popular activity 
and we're going to continue it if pos- 
sible," Thornton said.

Five years ago, Kathy Duoba received 


a filer urging her to attend a public hear- 
ing on low-income housing in Elk Grove 
Village. 


The pamphlet warned that "they" 


were coming to the suburbs, that "they" 
would bring down property values and 
citizens better "get out of their easy 
chairs" and protest subsidized housing. 


"The flier shocked me into getting out 


of my easy chair and I haven't stopped 
working for subsidized housing since," 
Mrs. Duoba said. 


MRS. 
DUOBA NOW heads the newly 


created housing referral service of the 
Minority Information Referral Center, 
694 Lee St., DCS Plaines. The center — 
which acts as a link between employers 
and minority group members seeking 
work — is funded by the Southern Chris- 
tian Leadership Conference. 


The housing service was initiated by 


MIRC because "many, of the people 
placed in jobs also need places to live," 
Mrs. Duoba said. "We were locating 
housing for them in a rather patchwork 
way because we really had no staff." 


Even though the former DCS Plaines 


resident has been on the job only three 
weeks, she already has made plans for a 
housing task force of local real es- 
tate brokers, businessmen and employe 
groups. Although she hasn't placed a 
family as yet Mrs. Duoba has worked 
with people — generally referring them 
to other agencies until she gets settled. 


"Our approach is low key and coopera- 


tive," she said. "We're going to work 
from the inside and we're going to try to 
work together." 


MRS. 
DUOBA HOPES to meet with 


personnel directors and union stewards 
in the Northwest suburbs to find out how 
many employes "are having trouble with 
housing." 


"I've already met with developers and 


managers of subsidized housing in the 
Chicago area. I'm going to suggest we 
form a council for pooling vacancies as 
they become available," she said. 


Despite her run-ins with local protest 


groups as a member of the Elk Grove 
Housing Commission, Mrs. Duoba be- 
lieves "realtors themselves don't wish to 
discriminate." 


Discrimination against minority groups 


has been a "long-time practice of the 
government, financial institutions and 
real estate industry," she said. 


"It's something that's Inbred — even if 


a realtor wants to break the mold, who 
wants to be the first?" Mrs. Duoba 
asked. 


"I firmly believe the bulk of realtors 


and management don't discriminate." 


THE HOUSING SERVICE will concen- 


trate on "serving those who already 
work in the suburbs and need housing," 
sho said. 


"The ones who work here are most apt 


to want to live here," Mrs. Duoba added. 
"They're contributing to the tax base — 
I think they should have some of the 
benefits of suburban living." 


The philosophy of the housing service 


Is to "neither encourage nor discourage" 
minority groups to come to the suburbs. 
"We tell them what's here — we don't 
promise heaven or stick a gun to their 
heads," sho said. 


OVER THE YEARS, Mrs. Duoba has 


learned to adjust to the frustration inher- 
ent in her job. She cites one housing case 
where the plaintiff died while the court 
was deciding where she had "the right to 
live." 


"One thing I learned about this job — 


it's one thing to work because in- 
tellectually you know it's right," she 
said. "It's another thing to actually come 
up against the problems — It really 
brings it home much more clearly." 


Mrs. Duoba said she continually re- 


minds herself that "you don't go out to- 
morrow and solve everything."

"You can't have nine cats just sit- 


ting around all day, you know. They 
start walking all over people's cars 
and leaving footprints. And at night, 
you know, they start howling," said 
Bruce Wayland, Arlington Heights 
health inspector. 


The village cat pack, nine known 


members, was starting to draw the 
ire of Ray Easley's neighbors. Eas- 
ley, 17 S. Evergreen Ave., has been 
feeding the local stray and wander- 
ing cats of the downtown area for 
several years. 


"I've been doing it for five or six 


years," said Easley, a self-confessed 
friend of the felines. "I've been put- 
ting out food and milk for them. 
They just seem to find me." 


Easley estimated his following at 


10 to 12 cats, including a couple of 
pregnant females. 


"You know you can usually find a 


home for them. But today you just 
can't give 'em away. There seems to 
be a bumper crop of them," he said. 


THE BUMPER crop was not well 


received by the neighbors, the health 
inspector said. 


"They start howling at night and 


bother people. They climb all over 
everything and upset garbage cans," 
Wayland said. 


The health department received a 


complaint in July from one neighbor. 
Wayland said that while he was mak- 
ing his inspection, other neighbors 
came forward. 


The health department sent the 


complaint to the police who are 
charged with controlling animals in 
the village. Cadets were dispatched 
to apprehend the errant animals. 


The police dragnet was able to 


snare only one of the kitty-cat scoun- 
drels. The cat was transported to the 
animal shelter. 


ALTHOUGH EASLEV is not the 


owner of the pack, he was in viola- 
tion of a village ordinance which lim- 
its households to two pets. 


Frank Charlton, village health di- 


rector, said the ordinance is not usu- 
ally enforced unless the number of 
pets constitutes a nuisance. 


"What are you supposed to do If 


your dog has puppies? Strike all but 
one of them dead?" asked Charlton. 


EASLEY SAID he would stop feed- 


ing the animals and volunteered to 
round up the ones that have eluded 
the law. "I'll take them over to the 
shelter myself," he said. 


He guessed there %vas something 


deeper in his relation to the cats than 
merely his feeding them. 


"I don't care where I am. I could 


be in Mexico, and if there's a cat 
anywhere around, he's going to find 
me," he said. 


Home sustains $10,000 fire damage
